OF the many jobs perpetrated by the 
present Goyernment, that in connection 
with the building of acanal lock at Fort 
Francis, with the object of connecting Rainy 
Lake, Rainy River, and tho Lake of the 
Woods, was one of the worst.

Who Pays the Duty ? 


The Sarnia Canadian gives the following 
practical example upon this point, which is 
exciting not a little interest in political cir- 
cles at the present time :—‘‘Last week, Mr, 
Cavanagh of the schr.

Mr, Cay- 
anagh’s explanation was simple, and though 
utterly at variance with the teachings of free 
trade philosophy, did not seem to be wholly 
devoid of common sense. Thus Mr. Cava- 
nagh—* You want to know why I pay $16 
in Port Huron and only $8 in Sarnia. I'll 
show you, easy enough. The custom-house 
people will charge me $8 a ton on this here 
Canadian iron,—and do you suppose I’m 
going to pay full price for scrap to you fel- 
lows over here, and then pay that $8 be- 
sides? What do you take me for, anyway 1’ 


and was boing performed by day labor, 
Without an estimate, in contravention of 
tho law, ho persevered doggedly with it, 
and as we have shown, $250,000 have been 
utterly wasted upon it. 

CONCLUSION. 

There are many other actions of the Gov-

Mr. Inderwick—The Earl of Desart, the 
petitioner in this case, prays for a dissolu- 
tion of his marriage on the ground of his 
wife's adultery. His lordship was married 
in June, 1871, to Miss Preston, the daugh- 
ter of a gentleman of position in the County 
of York, and they lived together til] mat- 
ters camo to his lordship's knowledge which 
brought about aseparation,. This was in 
the month of December of last year, One 
child was born on ‘the 17th of May, 1872, 
and although their married life was not one 
of the most happy character, nothing oc- 
cured which rendered it necessary for his 
lordship to institute proceedings till the 
matters which came to his knowledge im- 
mediately preceding his action in this 
suit. Mr. Charles Sugden, the co-respon- 
dent, is a gentleman of position in his pro- 
fession of an actor, and became acquainted 
with the Countess of Dosart at houses 
which they both visited. During the season 
of last year the Earl of Desart had a house 
in Cadogan Place, and remained there until 
July or August. Mr.Sugden was a constant 
visitor at the house, and much in the com- 
pany of the Countess. The Earl and Count- 
ess of Desart went abroad until November, 
1877. On the 10th of November they came 
back to Cadogan Place, and one of the first 
visitors after their return was Mr, Sugden. 
His Lordship, seeing him there, suggested 
to his wife that he did not care about 
Mr. Sugden being so much at his house. 
An accident happened to the house 
in Cadogaa Place, and His Lordship remov- 
ed to Queen street, Mayfair. The Earl of 
Desart, on the morning of the 28th Novem- 
ber, was expecting some proofs from the 
printer, and took in the letters from the 
postman, among which he founda letter 
addressed to ‘* Mrs, Perkins, 11, Queen 
street, Mayfair.” The latter appeared to 
have another letter inclosed, and his lord- 
ship’s suspicions were aroused. He accord- 
ingly opened the letter, and found inclosed 
in it a lettér addressed to Lady Dosart. 
This letter he took to his solicitor, who 
opened it and discovered it was from Mr. 
Sudgen. Inquiries were then instituted, 
and the result was the institution of the 
present proceedings against his wife. He 
wrote to Lady Desart, and she replied he 
had no reason to complain of her conduct, 
that he was laboring under a misapprehen- 
sion, and that she hoped, for the sake of 
their child, ho would not take proceedings. 
When he found that communications had 
been passing by means of letters to Mrs. 
Porkins, he instituted an investigation, the 
result of which was the discovery that com- 
munications had been passing for somo time, 
and letters of a most amatory description 
haviny been written by the co-respondent 
to Lady Desart. One letter intercepted 
was to the following effect :— 


My Daruise :—I am so sorry you have 
been so sadly. Jf Icouldonly haye been 
there to have petted and mado much of 
you. We might havo been togethor all 
day. Lf itis tine on Thursday we might 
spend an hour or two at the Aquarium. 
Let me know if you can come here in the 
morning. Good night, my darling ; God 
bless you. Your very own, Cc, 


Since these proceedings have been com- 
menced, some two or three other lotters 
have been found, from which it appears 
that ie wero communicating in the same 
way in the autumn of 1877, when she was 
in the country with her husband. Thore 
aro several letters from the co-respondent 
of thesame kind, addressing her in the 
same affectionate terms, and making ap- 
pointments for meeting, but it is unneces- 
sary that I should read them. That being 
the state of things, the question you will 
have to consider will be whether, having 
theso feelings toward each other, they had 
the opportunity of gratifying them. Tho 
evidence | shall lay before you is that Lady 
Dosart was continually calling on Mr. Sug- 
den, sometimes at the theatre and some- 
times at his lodgings. On one occasion, 
whon His Lordship, was away on business, 
she sent the servants away to the Zoologi- 
cal Gardons, and remained in the house 
alone with Mr. Sugden, who did not leave 
uutil 12 o'clock at night, Under theso cir- 
cumstances, you cannot have the’ slightest 
doubt as to the intimacy between the par- 
tics. 

Lord Dosart, said :—I was married in 
Yorkshire in 1871,in the spring of last yoar 
I had o house in Cardogan Place ; a stack 
of chimneys fell down, and I had a house 
lent me in Queen street, Mayfair ; in 1874 
I had reason to complain of my wife's con- 
duct, but that was passed over ; in 1877 a 
woman named Porkins was maid to my 
wifo ; Iam frequently engaged in literary 
pursuits ; in the oponing of last yoar,I was 
expecting some proofs, and took the letter 
from the postman ; 1 had my suspicions, 
from the handwriting, and oponed tho let- 
ter; I found inside & lottor addreasod to 


and they oponodit ; Mr.Sugden isan actor, 
and dined at my house frequently ; I did 
not say then thore was anything wrong ; I 
afterwards found thatacorrespondonoe had 
boon going on betwoon my wife and the 
co-respondent ; I never expected any such 
thing; I received information from tho 
servants as to what had occurred in my 
absonco ; Lrocvived information that in 
my absonco Sugden continually visited my 
wifo, that sho met him at various thoatros,

‘he Caterpillar Nuisance. 


RAVAGES OF THE FOREST TENT CATERPILLAR, 
— HOW TO CHECK THEM, 


To the Editor of the London Free Press, 


Tho forest tent caterpillar (clisio campa 
sylvatica), which was so yory destructive to | 
our gardens, orchards, and forests last 
year, seems likely to be almost as numer- | 
ous and injurious again this season. The 
worms are now about an inch or more in 
length, and during the next ten days or 
fortnight will eat most yoraciously, and 
their efforts, owing to their increased size, 
will be painfully apparent. There are 
many painstaking cultivators who are at- 
tentive to their trees, and destroy from 
time to time all the caterpillars they can 
find on them, but who are perplexed and 
discouraged by the continued invasions 
they are subject to from the hosts of these 
hungry larve which swarm in neglected 
orchards and among the forests trees. This 
particular caterpillar is very fond of travel- 
ling, and its powers of locomotion are not 
to be despised, for in a few hours it can 
travel a very considerable ®istance, and, if 
it does not meet with suitable food, can 
maintain its activity on an empty stomach 
for several days. In consequencs of this 
peculiarity, trees that are free from them 
to-day may be swarming to-morrow. To 
meet such cases [ would suggest the follow- 
ing simple and inexpensive remedy, which 
has been tried aud found to work admira- 
bly: Take aroll of cotton batting, open 
it out and cut it into strips about three 
inches wide, and tie one of these strips 
tightly about the middle to any part of the 
trunk of the tree, so as to completely en- 
circle it. In attempting to cross this bar- 
rier, the multitude of minute, horny hooks 
which fringe the extremities of the thick 
fleshy feet of tho caterpillar become so en- 
tangled among the fibres of the cotton that 
further progress is impossible,and the hun- 
gry worm, wishing to ascend, will be found 
walking disconsolately around and around 
the tree, looking in vain for some way 
over the difficult pass. As thoy have no 
other means of vetting into a tree than that 
of crawling up it, when once thé trees are 
cleaned this harmless remedy is most effeo- 
tual in keeping them so, and its use will 
result in a great saying of time and labor, 

When large trees are swarming with the 
caterpillars,as is the case in many orchards, 
such trees should be visited every morning 
and the larvee, which are then congregated 
in masses on the trunks, destroyed, which

A Life of Torture. 


CoMrLere ANCHYLOSIS OF ALL THE Joints 
or A Man’s Bopy anp Lins. 


‘Cwextr-one Years iv Bep Wirnovr Onor 
Brina Removed FsomM 17, 


Lockport (N. Y.) Journal. 
In the year 1848 a boy, then 18 years old, 
by the name of Jonathan R. Baas, lived with 
George W. Rogers, of this city, in a house on 
the ground now occupied by tho Lockport 
Journal building. One evening, while on his 
way to a pasture field above High Street, for 
the cows, he was taken with a sovere pain in 
the bottom of his right foot, Ho supposed at 
first that a nail in his shoo was hurting him, 
but upon examination he could find nothing. 
That night and for a number of days the foot 
was swollen very badly, and was exceedingly 
winful, and then got better, but was more or 
eae troublesome after that, In the fall of 
1849 he went to Avon four months, but got 
no better. ‘Chat winter he attended school at 
our Union School, and in the spring went to 
Buffalo for a time, meanwhile getting a little 
worse, Fora few months of the following 
summer, he was able to act as captain of a 
canal boat, which ran between Buffalo and 
Rochester ; he did uo work, however. After 
that he went to G. W. Eastman’s commercial 
school at Waterville, Oneida County, and in 
1853 kept books for Hall & Co., of Buffalo, 
but continuing to grow worso, had to give up 
his place, and came to his homo in Oambria. 
In 1854-5 he did a little writing for parties in 
Lockport, and in 1856 was very bad and suf- 
tered very much, all the joints of the body 
and limbs becoming moro or less affected by 
this time. Jn 1857 he was put on an invalid 
bed, made by Moore & Glass, of this city, 
from which he has nover been removed. He 
could manago, however. with a good deal of 
difficulty, to feed himself for eight years 
after that, since which time ho has becn 
fed with n spoon, which is quite a difficult 
task, as his jaws are firmly set, and noth- 
ing thicker than a knife can pass them, 
Yet he cats almost overything that other 
people do, and is very hearty. Fat pork, 
tat beef, baked beans, potatocs, and milk 
are his favorites. Boing very much inter- 
vated in the war, reading overything that 
came in his reach, which ho could do by hay- 
ing it placed on a rack before him, he so in+ 
jured 77 oyes that in 1869 he became blind, 
‘and has remained so since. He talks without 
difficulty, is very intelligent, and conversos 
freely upon any subject that ho has had an 
opportunity to study up. ‘Tho writor of this 
article called upon Mr. Bass a fow days since 
tad made a careful oxamination of his con- 
dition, and found every joint entirely anchy- 
losed, 


OR GROWN INTO SOLID DONE, 


with tho exception of his fingers and tos. 
The bones of the fingora of the mght hand 
have been nearly absorbed and the desh ro- 
maining is puffy and flaccid, In the left hand 
not only tho bones of the fingers butthe boues 
of the wholo hand have nodergono this samo 
process of absorbtion The finger-n: on 
this wore grown out beyond the onds of the 
fingors threo and one-half inches, giving & 
weird and inhuman appearance to the hand. 
Tho arms straight, down by his sidos and 
fixed in this coudition, and in the middlo of 
the arm and foro-arm measured only fiye 
inches in circumference.

footly under hie contro}, as eeon by tho action 
of the tendons and cords, 

The pulse is rogular, beating seventy to the 
minute, strong and fall, All the vital organs 
aro sound and inactive condition, thus rendor- 
ing him capable of living many years longer,

Mr. Cartwright, the Finance Minister, 
was tho first, and wo may fairly say the 
principal speaker of the trio of Ministers 
who graced the demonstration by their pre- 
sence, and although we must in fairness | 
say that his address was an able exposition 
of his views on sundry topics, it was in parts 
grossly unfair, and fell short of the truth 
nmany particulars. One of the first things | 
which the hon. gentloman said was this :— 
« He did not object to fair and honest crit- 
‘icism—nay, he earnestly desired it—but 
“ho did object to having deliberate mis- 
statements made in regard to matters in 
“which he was concerned; as they were 
made by opponents of the Government, 
* eyon with reference to transactions which 
‘had passed within the last few weeks.’ 
This is an excellent principlo, ono with 
which no one could possibly find fault, but 
let us soe how Mr. Cartwright carried it out. 
Tt cannot be denied that the party to which 
he is at present attached has not done so, 
for thoro is no misrepresentation too gross 
for them to indulge in, when any political 
purpose is to be served thereby. A fow 
sentences further on ho said : 

“He had with him a statement showing in 
detail tho total expenditure for all purposes 
of the Dominion from the date of Confeder- 
ation down to the end of tho last financial 

ear, From that he found, that whereas in 
against income 
in 1873-4, when Sir 
John Macdonald's Government left power, it 
aniounted to $23,316,216, being an increase in 
barely seven years of very nearly ten mil- 
lions of dollars per annum added to the 
national expenditure o1 this country. (Hear, 
hear.) And whereas tho} .at Government 
commenced with this expouditure of $23,316,- 
000, their total expenditure at the close 
of tho last financial year—which would very 
likely, as ho had said, bo equalled by that of 
the present year—amouated to $23,519,301, 
being an increase in aboat four years of sume- 
thing like $200,000, as against $10,000,000 by 
tho late Administration. (Loud cheers.) In 
other words, tho anuual exponditure of the 
present Government had increased in the 
ratio of about ono-fiftioth of the ratio in which 
it was increasing under the regime of those 
itlemen who now accused them of the gross- 
a incapacity in the administration of af- 
ire. 


Now wo submit that this statement of 
Mr. Cartwright’s is not in accordanco with 
the standard of judgment which ho sot up 
as proper to judge his own conduct by. 
Had he been honest in his objection to un- 
fair and dishonest criticism, he would haye 
honestly criticized tho actions of his oppo- 
nents, and would have given his auditors 
some explanation of thecircumstances under 
which the increase of exponditure under 
the Macdonald Govornment arose. Why 
did he not tell his hoarers what expendi- 
ture was incurred in bringing the Provinces 
of British Columbia, Manitoba and Prince 
Edward Island into the Union, of applying 
the public services to them, and in connee- 
tion with their annual subsidies! Why 
did he not také into account the increase of 
subsidies to the Provinces, and give a com- 
parative statement of the amount expend- 
od out of revenue on works of a permanent 
character, by the late and the present Goy- 
ernment respectively! How camo it that 
he did not detail the sums paid for the 
salaries of officials under the Macdonald 
and Mackenzie Governments, and state the 
numbers of employees in the public service 
under the present and the late adminiytra- 
tions? Tho answer is easily apparent, It 
would not suit Mr. Cartwright’s purpose to 
dbao. He wished to make out as bada 
caso as possible against his opponents, and 
in his ondeayor to do so he suppressed tho 
truth and utterly set at naught his own 
standard of criticism, giving, instead of a 
fair and honest criticism of the acts of his 
opponents, a misleading and essentially un- 
truthful statement, made solely with intent 
-to deceive. And yet misleading tho 

as he did, the Finance Minister w 
ablo to take crodit for any diminution of 
expenditure, No Provinces hayo beon 
addod to the Dominion under Grit rulo, ag 
under that of their predecessors;no increaso 
has boon made in the subsidies to the Pro- 
vinces ; yet these wonderful ‘economists ” 
are only able, after five years in which to 
carry out their pledges, to plumo them- 
selvos on tho smaliness of the increase in the 
public expenditure under their rule, and 
that aftor almost starving out of existence 
the volunteer militia. No better testimony 
to tho honesty, economy and capability 
of Sir John A. Macdonald's Government 
could be given than is affurded by tho state- 
monts of his opponents, when considc red 
fully and fairly.

| three daya’ time, The grasa oF clover cut in 
the forenoon may bo raked up before evening 
ani thrown in the wiproys. Thess may be 
loft natil the afternoon of the next day, when 
| they may be thrown into ta!l cocks, contain. 
ing about threo hundred or four hundred 
pounds, and left one day and night to sweat, 
| In this condition the hay ferments and heats, 
and the excess of moisture is driven of, This 
process ripens the hay, and improves it very 
much. After this curing and a little airing 
there is no danger of the heating in the mow 
| or stack. ‘To keop tho cocks dry Hay Caps 
will bo useful. These are made of a square of 
heavy sheeting (2 yards), with a strong cord 
on the edges, and having an eyelet holo at 
| each corner, Those are placed over the cocks 
| and tied down at each corner to pogs driven 
into the hay, They will turn a steady rain 
of 24 hours duration, and keep the Hay 
| dry. 
| Foppre Caors.—aA variety of these is bet- 
ter than any single one, Animals love variety 
and a change of food is healthful and increas- 
es the appetite. Besides a number of well- 
triod {odder crops, we have some promising 
new ones, oats and peas, field coro, the largo 
kinds of sweet corn, millet, Hungarian grass, 
and various root crops, furnish a large choice, 
Of the New Fodder Crops, Pearl millet, 
Golden millet, Southern Cow-peas, and the 
large mangels, promise to be worth a trial. 
The two varieties of millet mentioned havo 
yielded immunsely,and as a crop for green or 
dry fodder, and for clean’ the soil, as well 
as ploughing under for manure, the Southern 
Cow-pea has been tried successfally. This 
pea ia to be sown now, as soon as may be, 

Roots, —Ruta-bagas and white turnips may 

be sown this month ; of the latter White Nor- 
folk and ‘‘Cow’s-horn” can be grown and pull- 
ed for fall feed in time to be followed by fall 
grain. 
Waste Praces may be utilized by plough- 
ing and sowing them to some latecrop, Every 
acre and square rod should be made useful in 
some way ; every farm has spots of this kind 
that could be made protitable, instead of re- 
maing a nursery of weeds. 

Cows are now in full flush of milk. As 
June butter is chosen for packing for winter 
ne, care should be taken to preserve it from 
all imperfections. This care will be repaid 
by better quality. Pure water, good feed, 
and clean management of the milk and cream, 
are needed to make tho best butter, 


CeLLars are made damp by inconsiderate 
methods of ventilation, When a cellaris ven- 
tilated in the middle of the day, in au attempt 
to make it dry, the opposite effect is produced, 
Tho hot airis highly charged with moisture ; 
cellar walls and floor are much cooler than the 
outside atmosphere, and when air is admitted 
in the day, moisture is deposited as dew on 
the floor and walls, to the disappointment of 
the owner, Coilars should therefore be ven- 
t latod at night, and kept closely shut up and 
dark in the day time, especially in hotweather. 
Horses.—Fly-time has come, and unless 
some precautions are taken to rid the horses 
of their tormentors, they cannot do a full 
complement of work. We find Buchan’s car- 
bolic soap, mado into soap-suda with hot water 
and sponged over the legs and shoulders, and 
left to dry on the skin, a very good preventive. 
Cleanliness and darkness in the stables, will 
contribute greatly to the comfort of the horses 
at this season, 

Sucer,—The ewes and wethers should be 


can bo casily avoided by care. 
Lames —Early lambs will now need some 
extra feed. ‘To wean lambs easily, turn thom 
into a field, with a few dry ewes, out of sight 
of their mothers. The mothers will need 
close watching, lest their udders suff.r from 
the retention of the milk. Copious milkers 
should be relioved of the milk every morning. 
Dirrixc Sueir AND Lamns.—At this tea" 
a0, it will be advisable to dip the lambs at 
Joast, if not the sheep as well, to rid them of 
the hateful ticks. A very safe and effective

Pouttry.—Young chicks should be pushed 
ahead as fast as possible.

They will do 
much good in the garden, if the hens can be 
kept out, A light netting, for separating 
chicks, dividing runs, or protecting the gar- 
den, will be found useful, 

Swixe.—A run in the orchard, especially 
if that is sown to clover, will be very helpful 
to young pigs. There is a mutual relation be- 
tweon orchards, clovor and pigs. The piga 
thrive on the clover, and consume all the 
| fallen and y.ormy fruit ; the clover keeps the 
| soil cool, mellow, and moist ; and the trees 
are all the better for the improvement to the 
soil and the destruction of the insects, 

Potatoxs.+The potato beetle has appeared 
in full forco again. The mild open winter has 
not diminished its numbera. Thore is but 
one effective remedy—Paris green. It may 
be applied in mixture with water—a tablo- 
spooutul to a pailful of water—sprinkle on the 
yines with a whisk, or mixed with flour or 
plaster—one part to 30 or 50—and dusted on 
| the vines, 

Fence Rows, —It ia a guod practice to move 
the fences and plough up the fencerows, when- 
ever fields are laid dowa to grass, Wo can 
then haye clean fencogrows, and get rid of 
what are nurserios of weeds and collections of 
| trash. Our practice is to take down the fence, 
| Jay the rails conveniently on one side, and 

plough the land; if there arefmany roots in the 
| ground, gather these to be burned. When 
| the ground is sown, and all is complete, the 
fence is put up again, Itisayery small job 
| to do this onco in five and ton years, 
| od with the conyenioneo of having © 
| rowa, which may be readily mown and made 
| to yield a considerable quantity of hay— 
| enough to pay the cost. 
| Buckwitxar is not a very profitable crop, 
yet there are times and places when and 
where it may be conyeniont.

A WHDDING OF THH# SILENT. 


Two Deaf Mutes Joined in Mar- 
riage Yesterday in Dr. Gal- 
laudet’s Church, 


(From the N. Y. World.) 


At St. Ann’s Uhurch in Eighteenth | 
| street, where the Rey. Dr. Gallaudet has | 
labored so long and so successfully in the 
instruction of deaf mutes, was celebrated 
yestorday the marriage of two members of 
| the Church Society, and also of what their 
) pastor has called ‘Tho Silent Community.” | 
| The coreomony was well worth seeing, not 
| only because of ita peculiarity, but because 
of its rarity, too. Dr. Gallaudet has taught 
deaf mutes nearly ull his life, and for twon- 
ty-soven years been a pastor to them, but 
| ho has married only about one hundred 
| couples, of whom one or the other was a 
deaf mute. Very rarely have both been so 

afllicted, or rather so in sympathy. 


The bride of yesterday was Miss Caroline 
Bamberger, of Jersey City, the daughtor of 
a woll-to do family residing in Eighth 
atroot in that city. The groom, Mr. John 
A. Dunlap, is a brother of a well*known 
| hatter of that name. Both are well oducat- 
| ed, being graduates of the Deaf and Dumb 

College. 

The hour appointed for the ceremony 
was 3 o'clock, but there was a delay,and it 
was after 4 o'clock when the knot was fin- | 
ally tied. ‘Chere was an hour or more of 
waiting. Perhaps one hundred and fifty 
fashionable dressed people were waiting, 
and almost all of them were ladies. Now 
« hundred or more ladies waiting in a 
church to seo a weeding will usuallly, it is 
said,chat and chatter like unto the whisper- 
ing of many breezes among much ripe 
wheat. But yesterday there was no breezo 
nor shadow of a breeze, and the resources 
of language are too weak to describe a 
‘buzz of .expectation” even when it is 
traditional—if it does not buzz. This was 
« wedding and a wedding an hour late with- 
outa buzz, There were one or two com- 
mon mortals who seemed to whisper, but 
whispering was plainly unpopular and was 
done with an air of abashment. But the 
audience was still only to the ear; to the 
oye it was full of action, action, action, In 
the lulls which the industrious organist 
perforce permitted, with no more sound 
than tho faint rustling of silk a thousand 
lively things were silently said. From the 
pews to the gallery, from one remote cor- 
ner of the church to another, from one 
side to some ‘‘far distant aisle,” a cease- 
less telegraph flew. There is this conyen- 
ience of talking with your fingers and 
hearing with your eyes, namely: That a 
shout is no louder thana whisper, and all 
the pews bidding good ufternoon and ex- 
changing gossip with all tho galleries. in- 
fringed no rule of decoram and made no 
confusion.

Sanitary Science. 


In our Inst article we proved the impor- 
tanco of thorough drainage,and the remov- 
al of all noxious matters,as necessary to the 
health of the population ; and that if these 
mattors wore properly carried out pure air 
would be secured, as a mattor of course. 

But there is another very important re- 

| quisite nocoasary for tho maintenance of 
health, and that ia a full supply of pure 
wat often a very difficult matter to se- 
curo, especially in. towns where tho only 
source of supply in that derived from wolls, 
which ure only too often polluted with in- 
filtration of sewage matter, surfaco Water, 
drainage from cosapools, and other impur- 
ities 

| 


| discases into the world, and the Almighty 
| permitted tho outbreak of diarrhaa in our 
midat ; and that neither doctors nor any 
one else could prevent it.” This is not so 
| vory far wrong, ‘Sin has much to do with 
diarrhea, especially municipal sin, which 
permits # population to drjnk, water im- 


coolly satisfies itsolf with referring the judg- 
ment to tho Almighty. 

However good the natural site of a town 
may be, where no «irainage existe, the soil 
becomes gradually filled witli noxious mat- 
ter, so that in timo, no well unless sunk to 
agreat depth, and carefully paddled to 
prevent the access of surface water and in- 
filtration of sewage, can remain pure ; and 
tho nearer the Burfacojof'the adil the wator 
bearing strata.is mot with, so much tho 
sooner will the water in the wells become 
contaminated &nd untit for use, the most 
fruitful scource of pollution being usually 
the receiving of drainage from cesspools. 

To show how very easily diseases may be 
communicated by the use of impure water, 
the following instance, which happened a 
short time ago, im Manchester, England, 
may bo noted, An epidemic of typhoid 
fever brokwout and on investigation, the 
diseas® was clearly traced to a dairy, the 
water supply of which ran #o close to some 
ashpits,as to become contaminated with the 
sowage, ‘This sowage-charged water, had 
been used in,leaning the vessels used in the 
dairy, (and perhaps in’ adulterating the 
milk) at all events it was clearly proven 
that the uso of this water was the cause of 
the fever. 

Tn smal) towns unless most advantageous- 

ly situated, both aa regards water supply 
and facilities for drainage and disposal of 
the sewage matter, ceaspools are a neces- 
sity, and indeed—if proper care is taken in 
constructing them, by making ‘theni 
thoroughly water-tight, and by frequent re- 
moval of the contents to prevent any escape 
of tho gases generated—may be rendered 
nearly harmless, but this is very seldom 
done. M -, 
[t isa curious trait, in connection with 
this subject, that of the dlmost universal 
belief people have in the purity of their 
own well, no matter how bad the snrround- 
ings of it may be, and they generally refuse 
to be convinced that the water is unfit for 
use, in spite of the proximity of the cess- 
pools, and the accumulation of \decaying 
animal and vegetable matter, too often 
found in the vicmmity of the well: ‘ 

Now, it is not possible in a town, for any 
one to retain on his premises (either on the 
surface or in a cesspool) any form of noxi- 
ous or decomposing organic matter, with- 
out endangering the health and lives of his 
neighbors, as well as that of his own family 
either through the pollution of the air, or 
by the poisoning of the wells fed from the 
underlying strata which is always more or 
less tainted ; and even, if he were to per- 
mitted to maintain sucha source of injury 
to his owa family, his neighbors have a 
right to insist thathe shall not endanger 
theirs. 

This is essentially a question of health 
and life, for thereis no’ doubt whatever, 
that, ‘the well are made sick and tho sick 
ave made worse for the simple lack of 
God's pure air and pure water.” 

Thus public sanitary improvements are 
not the affair of the philanthropist alone, 
nor is the interest contined to individuals, 
nor to one section of society,for everything 
that affects the health and well being ofone 
member of the community affects all in a 
greater or less degree, and practically the 
spread of diseases, (especially preventable 
ones) is more often than not caused by the 
use of impure water ; thus the health of 
each is ‘important to all, and all must join 
in wecuring it, and the public control 
in the public interest must extend to the 
sanitary condition of every household. 


The great aim of all sanitary works is 
thus, to secure to every member of the 
community his full share of pure air, and 
of pure water, uncontaminated by refuse, 
sewage, decaying or noxious matters. 


The Wool Trade. 


A BAD OUTLOOK FOR SHEEP FARMEKS. 


The wool business for the season of 1878 
has been inaugurated with gloomy prospects 
for the wool growers of the country. We 
do not wish at present to make any com- 
monts on the trade, as it may brighten. 
Asthe American market rules ours toa 
considerable extent, the following letter 
from Justice, Batoman & Co., woolcom- 
mission morchants, of Philadelphia, will be 
read with inteoest :— 


HILADELPHIA, May 10th, 1878. 

DeanSin,—Since our circularof May lst, 
prices are a shade lower. Manufacturers 
have generally held off from buying because 
they have believed that a further decline 
was probable. Prices aro™“iow so low that 
wools are beginning to attract attention, 
More activity is noticeable, and some 
| large lots of fine fleeces have been taken 
off the market by consumers who were 
jin need. Ohio fino sells at,374 to 40 cents, 
tho latter for the finest fleeces of Saxony 
and other fine breeds. The X grade is in 
largest supply and moves slowly at 37}c. to 
| $80, Michigan fine is dull at 33$c. to 35c., 
and must be very clean to bring tho latter 
| price. Tho combing branch ot wool manu-

The Channel Disaster. 


DESCRIPTION OF TUE LOST VESSELS. 
A London despatchsays >The total num- 
ber on board the Grosser Kurfurst was 497, 
| Of these 217 ary known to be sayed. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE FLEET, 


The Grosser Kurfurst was an armored 
| single turret ship, constructed after the 
| model of the British ship Monarch,and was 
| launched"at thie Wilhelmshafen dock-yard 
in 1875. ‘The drawing® and specifications 
from which she was built were prepared by 
the Admiraity at Berlin. She was 298} 
fect in longth, 52 fect beam, 23 foet depth 
of hold, of 6,558 tons, aud drew 22} foot of 
water whon loaded. She carried a battery 
of four 19-inch, two 6}-inch and four 3- 
inch Krupp steel breech-loading gons, and 
had a speed of fourteen knots under a de- 
veloped power of 6,327 horses. The height 
of her battery above the wator line was 8} 
feet, thickness of armor at water line, 9 
2-10 inches. She wasarmor belted, her 
turrot protected by a casemate, the turret 
iron being 1032-100 inches thick and the 
bulwarks arranged for lettin, down. Her 
boilers were of the old box type, and the 
engines wore intended to be worked cither 
compound or non-compound, as desired ; 
an arrangement, says Chief Engineer King 
of the United States Navy, in his report on 
forvign navies, “fin view of the low preasure 
of steam, not to be commended.” 


She was of the samo model as the double- 
turreted vessel Preissén, a description of 
which is given in Chief Engineer King’s 
report, which is pronounced to be one of 
the most complete works of the character, 
Her keel consists of two horizontal plates 
riveted together, upon which, fastened at 
the middle by two angle-irons, was a vertical 
plate 3 feet 10 inches high, extending to 
the two posts, to which all the plates form- 
ing the keel were connected by’ bolts and 
rivets. Four longitudinal frames stood al- 
most vertically upon the ovter skin, their 
dépth decreasing gradvally from the keel. 
These frames were made of plates and angle- 
irons, and lightened at intervals by large 
oval holes, The cross frames from the keel 
to the fourth longitudinal frame, placed at 
distances of four feet apart, were made of 
short angle-irons, extending only from one 
longitudinal to the other,to which they were 
connected by full plates, brackets, or angle- 
irons. The outer akin was riveted to the 
longitudinal and cross framing, and to tho 
innersideof thelatter wassecured the second 
skin, over a length of 189 feet. Tho end 
cross-frames and nine intermediate ones had 
full plates, so as to form longitudinal water- 
tight compartments, divided by the verti- 
cal keel, and inclosed fore and aft water- 
tight bulkheads. Similar water-tight com- 
partments were formed by the frames fore 
and aft of the double bottom, so as to pro- 
tect, as far as possible, the oxtreme ends 
against casualty. Cross-frames extended 
from above the fourth longitudinal frame 
to the armor-framing. The cross-fram- 
ings above tho armor-framings were thrown 
back as much as the «thickness of the 
armor, and extended in the central part of 
the vessel, within the limits of the armor- 
ed casemate, to the upper deck ; but fore 
and aft of the casemate to the battery deck 
only, or the height of the armored belt for 
the two ends of the vessel. A water-tight 
partition of plates, strongthened by angle- 
irons was erected almost parallel with the 
outer skin of tho vessel at each side, over 
the length of the double bottom, and ex- 
tending from the latter battery deck ; 
these partitions, connected with the double 
bottom and the battery, formed the bulk- 
heads of the gangway, and were intended 
to prevent the entrance of water during 
action into the other parts of the vessel. 
The space formed by these partitions and 
the outer skin was further slivided longi- 
tudinally by water-tight cross-frames, 80 
that only small spaces could be filled with 
water and readily removed by pumps. 
The outer skin of the yeasel had an al- 
most uniform thickness of 6-10 of an inch, 
but doubled at the two extreme ends. The 
akin behind the arinor consisted of two 62 
100 inch plates, while that above it, at the 
two ends of the armored casement, had a 
thickness of 4-10 of aninch, The upper 
deck was covered to a great extent, the 
battery deck entirely, and the between 
decks at soveral placos, with iron plates 
from }{ to finch thick, upon which were 
fastened the deck planks, 


The vessel was divided below the bat- 
tery-deck by eleven water-tight cross par- 
titions into twelvo compartment, connected 
with each other by water-tight doors.. Spe- 
cial care was taken to maintain effective 
communication between the pumps and all 
of the water-tight compartments. For 
this purpose an iron pipe, 124 inches in 
diameter, was placed close to and parallel 
with the vertical kcel-plate over the length 
of the double bottom ; from this pipe 
branchés extended to the various compart- 
ments ; the main pipe carried the accumu- 
lated water into a reservoir placed under 
tho engine-room, whence it was pumped 
away by various pumps connected with the 
machinery. Four additional pumpa wero 
placed upon the battery-deck, each of 
which was calculated to’draw the water 
from a certain number of compartments. 


An armored casomate surronnded tho 
turret, which projected six feet two inches 
above the upper aol The casemate was 
soparated froin tho fore and aft pera of the 
vessel by armored trausverso bulkheads, 
while those parts were protected only bé- 
tween wind and water by an armored belt, 
reaching from aboutsix fect below water to 
the battery deck. The armor plates at the 
water line wero 0f inches thick, below the 
water 7} inc’ and above water 8} inches. 
These thicknesses decreased toward the end 
to dinches, whilo behind thom there was a 
backing of teak about 104 inches thick, 
varying with the thickness of the plate. 
Tho armored crosswalks had plates 6 
| inches thick, with a teak backing af inches 
thick. The diameter of the turret was 26} 
foot, covered with armor only at tho 
parts exposed above the upper deck. Tho 
| plates of this turret wero 8¢ inches thick, 

with the excoption of those through which 
| the portsholos for the guna wore cut, and 
which had a thickness of 10) inches, Tho 
tonk backing betwoen tho sholls and ar- 
|mor-plate was 8f inches in thickness. 
The turret revolved around a strong caat- 
| iron centre-pin, the outer circumference of 
| the turret revolving on conical rollers run- 
| ning upon rails Jaid on thodeck. Tho tur- 
rot wis operated by a high-prosauro ongine, 
Tho total cost of this vessel was $903,490 
in gold. 


Tho Koeniq Wilhelm, designed by E. J 
Rood, C. B., M. P., forthe Turkish Goy- 
ernment, was originally called the Futikh, 
Sho was sold during her construction to 
the Prussian Government. She was built 
®) the Thames Iron Works, London’ 
and atthe timo she was launched and 
equipped was rockonod to be one of the 
most powerful vessels. Sho isa broadside | 
frigate, carries a battery of cightoon 9}- 
inch and five 84-inch Krupp’s steel rifled | 
guns, ond in armor belted, the thickneas of 
the armor on the water-line being eight 
inches. Her battery is ten fect above the 
the water-line he is 352% feet in length, 
60 fect beat foot depth of hold, 9,451 
tons, draws 264 feet of water, and has an 
estimated speed of 147-10 knots an hour, | 
with a power developed eqnal to 7,890 
horses. She cost $2,424,678 ln gold. 

The Preuseen in an armored, double- | 
turret, sea-going ship, similar to the Grosser | 
Kurfurst. Hor length is 318 feet; broadth, 
534 feet ; depth from the upper deck to the 
keel, 34 feet 19 inches ; displacement, load- } 
ed, 6,748 tons ; load draft of water, mean, 
13 ft. 10 inches. Sho has three masts, inade 
to bo used as ventilating tubes, and she is a 
full-rigged frigate. Her engines, machine- 
ry and boilers are the same as those of the 
Grosser Kurfurst. She is armor-belted, 
and has a casemate for the protection of the 
turrets. The thickness of turrets is 10 32- 
100 iuches. She carries four 10} inch, two 
67-10 inch, and four 3-inch Krupp’s steel 
rifled guns. The height of the battery above 
the water-lino is 134 feet, and thickness of 
armour at water-line 9 2-10 inches, The 
drawings and specifications for this ship 
were made by the Adiniralty in Berlin ; she 
was constructed by the Vulcan Engineering | 
Company, at Breton, near Berlin; was | 
launched in 1873, and cost $1,260,656,

The wealthiest Irishman returned on 
what may be called the Home Rule Ticket 
is Mr. King-Harman, who owns not less 
than 100,000 acres, much of which is very | 
fine land, 

Another agrarian outrage is reported from 
Ireland, the intended victim beimg Mr. 
Jackson, resident at Barna, county Gal- 
way, and agent of the ostates of Mr. A. 
Vesey, in that county. Four bullets were 
fired through the window of a lodge at 
which Mr, Jackson was expected to collect 
rents, Happily he had not arrived at the 
time. 

A requisition is about being forwarded 
to the Right Rev. Dr, Ryan, Catholic 
Bishop of Kilaloe, for the purpose of con- 
yening & meeting to give expression to tho 
opinion of the people of Clare regarding 
Lord Inchiquin’s late references in the 
Houso of Lords to the connection between 
altar denunciations and the increase of 
crime in Ireland. 

On the 3rd inst., a fire which at one time 
threatened the total destruction of one of 
the noblest castles in Ireland occurred at the 
Earl of Fingall’s residence, near Dunshaugh- 
lin, County Meath, and about 18 miles 
from Dublin. ‘Lhe castle, which isa stately 
structure, erected some five hundred years 
ago, is of the most beautiful ancient archi- 
tecture. 


At the Bandon Land Sessions, April 30, 
Mr. Ferguson gave judgment in respect to 
the claim of Mr. Thos, Bateman, who has 
been deprived of a farm on the estate of 
Mr. J. H. Townsend in the West Riding. 
His Honor did not regard the caso as one 
of hardship, as the tenant had occupied the 
land for eighty years under a lease at avery 
low reut. He awarded a sum of £143 for 
the improvements, There was no claim for 
disturbance. 

On May 3rd the prisoners Anthony Me-

The Central Tenants’ Defence Committee 
held a meeting in Dublin, April 25th, at 
which some important resolutions were 
adopted. Firat, the murder of Lord Lei- 
trim was deplored, and all sympathy with 
the murderers was repudiated on behalf of 
the Irish tenantry, while,at the same time, 
the Government and Parliament were cal- 
led on to alter the land laws which are cal- 
culated to lead to such crimes ; secondly, | 
arrangemonts wero mado, in accordance 
with the suggestions of Mr, Butt, for hay- 
ing the Mitchelstown cue adequately dis- 
cussod in the House of Commons, 

The reserve of the Clare Militia, which 
arrived in Tralee on April 30th, have caus- 
od quite a sensation inconsequence of their 
sarading the atreota In large bodies. —Tho 
Tealing of suporiority is felt by the Kerry 
Regiment, and they boast that they can- 
not be compared to “us” in any way, To 
show the fooling that exists, groups of tho 
Kerry Regiment are seon at all corners of 
the town discussing the merits of the now 
comers.

Every one knew hia poli- 
tical principles and the fair and faithful sup- 
port he had given to his party. Ho added 
| that in accepting the position Mr. Turcotte 
necd in no way surrender his allegiance to his 
party. By tho measures Mr, Turcotte had 
brought before the Honeo his independence of 
character was manifested to all. 

Hon, Mr. Ross had great pleasure in second- 
ing the motion. He was quite sure from 
what be had read ane heard of Mr. Turcotte.

The hon. leader of the Go. crameat might tind 
fault with his (Mr. Chaplesu's) remarks, but 
he would challenge him to say whether he 
would not be ashamed to have such a stain on 
his escutcheon as the inember for ‘Uhre Ki- 
vers had himself put oa his own reputation. 
Ho (Mr. Chapleau) would there Say that with 
the exception of one, all the hon. members 
sitting at the Treasury benches would be 
ashamed of, and would not defend on the 
floor of the House such conduct as that of 
the member for Three Rivers. The only one 
that could assuine the responsibility of that 
act was, or might be, the official member for 
Rimouski—(cheers and laughter from the Op- 
position)—on whom the blame reste. The 
task was too painful to him (Mr. Chapleau) 
to continue at avy farther length. He would 
conclude by begyiwg his friends to do as he 
would do himself, not to propose any candi- 
date in opposition to the glorious choice of 
the Goverument, because he considered that 
to be measured with, and to be exposed to be 
beaten by such an adversary, would be to 
suffer an indignity, Let the member for 
Three Ki vote himself, if he dared, his 
own shame, and Jet the Government have the 
full responsibility of their odious action. 
(Cheers. ) 

Mr. Turcotte said he had entered the House 
as a Conservative in 1876, and he was still a 
Conservative. No one buta blind partizan 
could deny that the people approved of the 
act of the Lieutenant-Governor, No argu- 
ment could be brought agninet the necessity 
of giving an independent support to the pre- 
sent Government. The sole object of the Op- 
position was to overturn the Joly Ministry. 
There were no principles at stake on either 
side. His conduct in the past would bea 
guarantee of his future conduct. He had 
never been a blind partizan of the Conserva- 
tive Government, as his opposition to their 
railway policy had testified, and ho was pre 
pared to give this Government an equally in- 
dependent support. He was surprised that 
the hon. member for Terrebonne should have 
asked permission tu read a confidential letter, 

Hon. Mr. Chapleau asked whether the hon. 
member had not authorized hin to preseat 
the letter to his friends. 

Mr, Turcotte said there was a great differ- 
ence in communicating a letter to one’s friends 
and publishing it before the House ; he briefly 
exprossed his sense of bis unfitness for tho of- 
fice, and ended by expressing his confidence 
in the present Administration. 

"Messrs. Tallion, LyCavalier, and Picard, 
rose to contradict the statement of Mr, Tur- 
cotte that the majority of the people had ap- 
proved of the action of the Lieut -(iovernor, 
but that on the contrary, had expressed their 
disapproval by returning a majority against 
this Government. They also testiticd to Mr. 
Turcotte’s having pledged himself to support 
the Oppositivn. 

Mr. Charles Langelier supported Mr, Tur- 
cotte's statement, saying that several mem- 
bers in the Opposition had been elected on 
pledging themselves to give fair play to the 
vly Government. 

The vote was then taken, with the result 
before given.

A “Job” on the Fenians, 


HOW THEY ARRANGED TO MAKE A RAID ON 
CANADA, AND A STEAMBOAT MAN AR- 
RAINGED TO DUMP THEM IN THE 
ST. LAWRENCE RIVER. 

Tho following exposition of alittle Fenian 
flare up, on the banks of the St. Lawrence, 
will be interesting, more for what might 

have heen than for what really occurred. 


Cornelius Daly is a contractor of Odgens- 
burg, N.Y., and owns four steam tugs and 
some twenty scows,the latter utilized in the 
dredging and cleaning of fhe St. Lawrence 
River. The Fenian in that vicinity,as re- 
cent highly colored telegraph reports have 
announced, have been drilling vigorously 
and longing to strike John Bull by attack- 
ing Canadu. What they needed was an 
“onward move,” somebody tu set the ball 
in motion. Tho Fenians leaders have 
claimed that if onco the Irish banner could 
be raised on the Canadian side of the St. 
Lawrence, one hundred thousand armed 
Fenians would spring to the service of their 
country and gobble up the blue Noses. 

The Fenians at Ogdensburg have long 
wished they had two or three steamers that 
they might make araid on tho enemy and 
attack his sea board, 


“Cornelius Daly” has a Celtic sound 
and it is reported that several Fenian lead- 
ers made overtures to him of tho following 
character: That on the Queen's birthday 
he should at sunrise place his scows and 
steem tugs at. the service of the Fenians. 
The latter, over 1,000 strong, wese to oc- 
cupy the scows covered with canvas, and 
towed across to Prescott, wherethey might 
make a raid on Windmill Point, where the 
Fenian army previously met with a mea- 
sure of success, 

Mr. Daly agreed. But the great con- 
tractor it appears is not a Fenian, and, ke 
smiled significantly, then steamed over to 
Windmill Point and notitied the Oanadian 
authorities of the anticipated movement. 
Tho subjects of Queon Victoria were ner- 
vous, not so Daily. His ingenuous mind 
suggested a plan for turning the tables on 
the Fenians. To cach scow there is a cap- 
tain ; each captain contorls an arrangement 
for at any moment dumping the contents of 
the scows, The captain's proposition was 
to take the Fenians aboard, tow them across 
the river to a shallow spot, and at the sig- 
nal of a bell at Prescott, dump the Fenians | 
into the river amid the ringing of bells and | 
yelling of steam whistles. ‘The Canadians | 
agreed to havea number of small craft 
hear to save any men in danger of drown- 
ing.

WOMAN PASSES FIVE DAYS IN TH# MOLD 
OF A CAPSIZED VESSEL IN LAKE BRIE— 
MER FINAL KESOUE ALIVE

(From the Erie (Penn.) Dispatch, May 24.) 


Ever since Lake Erie has been navigated 
by civilized people, especially for the lust 
century, has she swallowed up largo num 
bers of human beings by shipwreck, by tire, 
and by other casuulities, and while many 
hundreds 
that float 


bodies are recovered there are 
that are never found, and many 


ashore that are never identilied. 


I propose now to give an instance in 
which « human being was shipwrecked on 
Lake Erie, remained in the water live days, 
and was finally rescued alive. In the 
wutum of 1833 Captain Gilman Appleby, of 
Conneaut, Uhio, captain and part 
owner of the schooner New Connecticut. 
A steamboat was then being built at Oon- 
neaut, (the North America) of which Capt. 
Appleby had charge, and was for many 
years her master. An aunt of his, then 
residing at Black Rock, below Buffalo, was 
at Erie on a visit, staying with a brother 
who was thon « resident of the town. The 
lady went to Conneautin company with a 
nephew to visit her brother there, After 
romaining for some time she became ex- 
coedingly anxious to got home,, Capt. 
Appleby, who was busy with the steamboat 
endeavored to persuade his aunt from tak- 
ing tho home journey until he should be 
going out with his vessel, when he would 
take her home, His etfurts in that direc- 
tion, however, were unavailing, and he had 
her taken on board the schooner to go to 
Butfalo in charge of the crew. The vessel 
being light, and the time of the year 
August, the captain had entire contidence 
in the ability of the crew to manage the 
craft and land bis relative safe at her des- 
tunation, Everything passed off quietly 
until after the vessel had passed Eriv, when 
a sudden squall struck and rolled her over 
upon her side, when she nearly tilled with 
water, but continued tu float. The crew, 
juosening the vessel's yawl, jumped in aud 
pulled for shore, leaving the woman in the 
cabin, as they supposed, drowned. The 
party landed at or near Portland, Chautau- 
qua, County, N. Y., and made their way us 
best they could back to Conneaut, Three 
days after the accident Capt. Wilkins, of 
the steamboat William Peacock, in coming 
down from Detroit, was besought by Capt. 
Appleby to hoant the wreck, if ho saw it, 
and, if possible, get the body of his aunt 
out of the cabin and convey it to Butlalo. 
Capt. Wilkins discovered the disabled 
vessel drifting down the lake, and, after 
coming along side, Capt. Wm. Henton, 
then tirst mace of the Peacock, boarded the 
wreck and made search, ‘Ihe schooner lay 
upon her side, and, to all appearances, 
was full of water. A pole was employed 
and it was supposed every part of the 
cabin was touched, and us no object in the 
shape of a human body was felt, the con- 
clusion was reached that the remains had 
floated out of the cabin into the lake,hence 
further search was yiven up. ‘Two days 
afterwards Capt. Appleby came down with 
a vessel with facilities to right the schooner 
and tow her into the nearest port, the 
drowned woman’s son being along to assist 
in the recovery of the body. The vessel was 
finally righted, and when the cabin door 
had nearly reached a level position, the 
woman walked through the water and 
came up the stairs upon deck. She was 
caught by Capt. Appleby and supported, 
while her son wept and sailors screamed. 
Five days and nights she had been in the 
water, while a portion of the time she was 
up to her arm pits. She could not lie down 
and what sleep she got was in that position, 
and all the fuod she had was a solitary 
cracker and a raw onion, which floated on 
the water, She stated that after the vessel 
capsized and was abandoned by the crew, 
she found herself alone in water waist- 
deep. The cabindoor was open but the 
flood was two feet above it, and the sea 
made constant changes in her position. 
When Capt. Wilson stopped she could hear 
che boarding-party talk and walk on the 
vessel, and although she used her voice to 
its utmost to attract attention she could 
not make them hear, She saw the pole 
thrust into the cabin door by Capt. Hen- 
ton and usked if she should hold on to it, 
und be pulled out, but no answer came, the 
Captain hearing no noise other than the 
splushing of the water, and having not the 
remotest idea that the woman was thero 
alive or dead, This event occurred 45 
yeara ago, and I have never heard of a 
parallel case either on the lake or other 
waters, and her salvation from drowning 
may be regarded as little less than a mir- 
acle, N. W. R.

incidents of the Late Riote at 
Blackburn. 


Tho following incidents of the recent 
strike among the Lancashire weavers are 
taken from an English paper; 

‘*Pho pen of the novelist would fail to 
depict the terrible reality of the scones wit- 
heased on Wednesday morning in Black- 
burn, Throughout Tuesaday large sums of 
money were bet at odds that the masters 
would gladly accept the unconditional sur- 
render of five per cent, and to realize the 
fact large crowds of persons assembled at 
the railway station to ineet the 5.30 train, 
when the countenance of every spectator 
fell on hearing the news that all compro- 
mise had been refused, and ingult added. 
It was then seen that Col, Jackson was in 
the train and trayelling on to the station 
at Wiltshire where he resided, and, as if 
by magic, great crowds assembled in the 
streets who wero perfect strangers. There 
appear to have been many organized mobs, 
but out of them two great mobs were 
formed—terrific and overpowering in their 
character, One journeyed in the direction 
of Grimshaw Park, when the windows of 
Alderman Hutchingon’s mill wore taken out 
by stones as conipletely as if they had been 
operated on by « glazier, The mill of 
Councillor Taylor was wrecked and par- 
tially pulled down. The mill of Mr, Briggs, 
M.P., Rose Hill, was completely stripped 
of all its window glass, George street 
(west) mills aud those of Pump street were 
not more fortunate, The home of Mr, 
Howorth, another manufacturer, was sery- 
od in asimilar way. The mill of Messrs, 
Coddington, Ordnance, was served in a 
similar way. Ficlding’s mill, Little Piel, 
was visited, and its windows broken. Then 
a cry was raised against Henry Ward's 
mill, and his windows broken, also the 
plate-glass windows of his watch-houee, 
Like treatment was inflicted upon Adam 
Dugdale’s mill, the Catholic. Eli Hey- 
worth’s was spared, for he had that day 
given his hands a good dinner, Brook- 
house Cottage was next visited ; it belongs 
to the firm of Hornby & Co., a very old 
and extensive firm. The palisading was 
pulled down, and the shrubbery destroyed, 
the house being entered and gutted. The 
clean buff window blinds of Mr. Hornby’s 
house were torn down and converted into 
banners, which were carried at the head of 
the lawless processionists, in the direction 
of Clitheroe, about three miles, The head- 
long course was pursued until the genteel 
stone mansion of Colonel Jackson was

reached. ‘Thonsanda yowed that they 
would have the life of the Colonel, on the 
ground that he had been the suggester, the 
concoctor, and prime meyer in the present 
strike. There are two roads that run to 
the mansion almost longitudinally, and on 
hearing the mob coming, Mr. Jackson dart- 
ed out the back door and down towards the 
Bull's Head, where he managed to geta 
hired cab, then he drove on towards Black- 
burn, but gdopted an old highway, a cir- 
cuitous ronte,and reached Blackburn Town 
Hall at 10:30. His whereabouts was kept a 
profound secret ; indeed, if it had been 
known, assassination would have been the 
work of but a mothont, Shortly afterwards 
cab was seen leaving the premises. The 
driver was seized and roughly ulted. 
The cab was held as in a vice,and the 
opening of the door disclosed MraeJackson 
and her children all crying bitterly. They 
were allowed to go forward. The home was 
entered, and the best chairs brought to the 
door, as also was the piano and other 
valuables, and ruthlessly smashed. Tho 
house Was fired, and to inake the concern 
look fuller, beds and other blazing articles 
of furniture were pitched out of the win- 
dow. The hall, which cost from £3,000 to 
£5,000, wis soona wreck. Then the car- 
riaye of Colonel Jackson was seized. It was 
hauled down the turnpike road to Black- 
burn, where, on the Salford Bridge,vitriol, 
spirits, and all sorts of combustibles were 
applied, and the carriage was burned amid 
shouts of approval. Then tho Magistrates 
met, and the Mayor road the Riot Actjand 
in about an hour a company of the 17th 
wancers and 15th Regiment of Foot arrived 
on the spot. At about 10 o’clock’the mob 
assembled in front of the Town Hall, and 
insisted upon the turning out of Colonel 
Jackson, Whenever a magistrate present- 
ed/himsolf his ears were deafened with the 
cry of ‘Where's Jackson?” ‘Then it was 
stated that he had been seen at ‘his mill, 
whereupon it was vowed thas it should be 
pulled down ; but it was again urged that 
he had been seen going in the direction of 
Wycollah Hall, the seat of Mr, Oodding- 
ton, one of the candidates for the repre- 
sentation of Blackburn, and in that direc- 
tion “ten thonsand persons were Tast 
seen going. ‘The soldiers and police follow- 
ed in the same direction, Between 10 and 
11 o'clock on Wednesday a serious distur- 
bance took place at Oswladtwistle. A large 
crowd assembled round the house of Mr. 
John Howarth, manufacturer, Vine 
House, and began to throw stones at 
the windows, when they were fired 
upon from the inside with cartridges loaded 
with small shot, Five persons were more 
or less imjured,—the principal ones being 
Richard Lord, of Accrington, aged 17, who 
is wounded in the thigh; Thomas Booth, a 
school-boy, who is wounded in the left oye;

men. These boys were shot with the first 
cartridge fired, and live at Church. Two 
policemen are alleged tohave fired the shots, 
and it is strongly maintained that the crowd 
wero returning on the advice of a delegate 
when tw» blank shots were fired. Then the 
crowd broké all the windows in front of the 
house and in the verandah. The police 
alleged the window breaking wascommenced 
before they fired. A strong force of police 
from Accr ngton charged and dispersed the 
érowd. Tho crowd broke the windows of 
the lodge belonging to Mr. Geo. Walmaloy, 
chairman of the Accrington Bench of Mag- 
istrates, and also broke the windows of his 
manager's house. ‘They were dispersed by 
« body of policemen and 120 miners armed 
with stones, who bad been retained by 
Walmaley.

In a new cultivator, the inyention of 
Mr. T. J. Brown, of Fairtield, Texas, the 
essential feature, a circular rotating frame, 
carrying ~ploughs and rollera on castor 
wheels, is supported in guiles in the main 
frame, aud is directly attached to the 
tongue, so as to turn with it. 


Asociety in Paris is making arrange- 
ments to establish in the cities and towns of 
France chemical luboratories for the pur- 
pose of examining articles of food, and de- 
tecting adulterations or unhealthful consti- 
tuents, In England the yalue of publican- 
alysts has long sinoe boen satisfactorily de- 
monstrated, 


Achart representing the distribution of 
the stars over the western heavens has been 
contributed by Mr. Sidney Waters to the 
proceedings of the Royal Astronomical So- 
ciety of London, ‘he author says that the 
theory that the stars are distributed with 
any uniformity, either as to space or di- 
mensions, is nut in accordance with the 
teachings of the chart, The materials for the 
work were derived from Sir. John Herschel’s 
Cape of Good Hope observations. 


The Cincinnati Observatory appears to 
have done good work in the micrometrical 
measurement of double-stars during 1877. 
The measurement of southern double stars 
was begun at that institution some time 
previously, and zealously carried on last 
year under the superintendence of Mr, Or- 
mond Stone, A.M., tle director, From 
No. 4, of the Publications of the Observa- 
tory, which has just reached us, we learn 
that 930 observations were made in 1877 
of 617 double stars. The 11-inch refract- 
ing telescope was used in this work, 


Mr. H. M. Stanley seems disposed to ro- 
name the great river Congo, and call it 
Livingstone. The Geographical Magazine 
protests strongly against any such cliange. 
It says the plan ot conferring fresh names 
on rivers, isiunds, or other geographical fea- 
tures, which may happen to receive partial 
exploration at some one’s handa, is one that 
will mfallibly lead to great confusion. ‘On 
the same principle, the firet traveller who 
explores the Nilo from its most southern 
source, might consider himself justifed in 
re-numing that parent of rivers.” 

A novel system of lightu conductors 
has been placed on the Hotel de Valle at 
Brussels, by M, Melsens. On the roof, in- 
stead of numerous single points, he has a 
number of groups or bunches of points. 
Theae are connected with conductors ex- 
tending over various parts of the building, 
but all running into a aingle solid block ot 
iron. From this block, three series of 
wires are carried down into the earth ; one 
of them leads to a well} while the others 
communicate with iron pipes containing 
yas-tar, which join the water and gas mains 
under the city. 

In an able lecture deliyered before the 
London Institution lately, by Mr, Francis 
Darwin, M.B., on the analogies of plant 
and animal life, the lecturer pointed out 
that there was but little lkeness between 
the sleep of animals and the sleep of plants. 
The’ latter consists in the leaves taking up 
one position by day and another by night. 
These movements are governed strictly by 
light and darknesa ; so that in Norway in 
the region of continual day, the sensi- 
tive plant remains in the ¢ aylight po- 
sition, though no animal that we 
know of keeps continually awake. It 
constitutes a fanciful resemblance, 
howeyer, between sleeping plants aud ani- 
mals, says Mr. Darwin, that both havo the 
power of dreaming. ‘*I have been sitting 
quietly in the hot house at night,” he tells 
us, ‘waiting to make an observation at a 
given hour, when suddenly tho leaf of a 
sensitive plant has been acen to drop rapid- 
ly to its fullest extent and slowly rise to 
its old position, Now in this action the 
plant is behaving exactly as if it had been 
touched on its sensitive joint; thus some | 
intornal proceas produce the samo impres- | 
sion on the plant as a real external stumu- | 
lus. In the same way @ dog dreaming by | 
tho fire will yelp and move his loga as if h 
were hunting areal instead of an imoginar _ 
rabbit.”

Countermining for Lorpedoes. 


The operation of ‘‘countermining,” which 
has of late been frequently spoken of asa 
means of clearing a passage through a chan- 
nel or stretch of water in which torpedoes 
have been planted, consists in exploding 
large charges of powder, gufi-cotton or 
other explosives,sunk to some distance be- 
low the surface of the water, in order that 
the shock produced, transmitted through 
the surrounding fluid, many staye in or 
Otherwise injure any of the enemy's sub- 
marine tines which may be arranged in 
tho vicinity: A certain area being thus 
cleared of.uny hostile torpedoes, this space 
may be coutinually enlarged hy dropping 
snd exploding other countermines, each one 
in advance of the other, until finally the 

hole passage is cleared, Unless, however, 
the exact’position of the defensive torpedovs 
has been determined ‘buforéhand, it 14 évi- 
dent that a very large quantity of éxplosive 
material will have to be oxpended, since, 
the radius of rupture of a cuntermine being 
comparatively small, neyeral charges may 
bo exploded at points where thoy will do

GREAT LOSS OF LIFE, 

Lonpon, June 7.—A colliery explosion 
is reported in E ‘colliery, at Huydock, 
near St, Heler in Lancashire. Three 
hundred persons are reported killed. 

Lowpon, June 7.—The colliery explosion 
reported was in Evans’ wood pit colliery at 
Haydock, six miles south of Wigan. The 
number in the pit at the time is variously 
estimated from 200 to 350. Many have 

brought up badly injured, A larger 
proportion is believed to be killed, but it 
18 linpossible to explore the mine in conse 
quence of fire damp. 

The explosion in the coal pit at Haydock 
to-day shook the earth for miles. The first 
explorer descended the shaft five minutes 
after the explosion, and others followed. 
Ten men were rescued alive and were sent 
to the surface, when they died almost im- 
mediately, and others suffered much from 
after-damp. Eight other men are alive and 
have taken refuge in the workings of the 
o hundred and thirty-two men 
are dead. The explorers state that they 
found bodies decapitated,reduced to shapo- 
leas masses, and some of them blown to 
pieces. It is expected the corpses will be 
bronght up by midnight. Large crowds 
surrounded the mouth of the pit. The

Biographical Notice, 


THE HAMILTONS OF DUFFERIN, 

The house of Hamilton i# one of the most 
eminent among the Scottish nobility ; and 
Clydesdale is the cradlo of the family. In 
| the shires of Lanark, Renfrow and Ayr the 
name of Hamilton is as common as that of 
Campbell in Argylo ; and, outside of Scot- 
land, it has given a chancellor to Sweden 
‘an adunirod painter to Italy, & distinguished 
statesman to America, a Governor to Ire- 
land, and a Governor-General to Canada, 
in tho presont Lord Duilerin. We know 


| the latter does not bear the name, but he 


inhorits tho title of his Hamilton maternal 
ancestry, whilo his good lady beara the 
namo, and is of the same>lineage. As 
Ulster in Ireland is about as great a coun- 
try for Hamilton as is tho west of Scotland, 
a brief aketch of tho house of Dufferin will 
be interesting to all our countrymen in 
Canada and in the United States. 


Frederick Temple Hamilton Blackwood, 
tho present Governor-General of Canada, is 


| Earl of Dufferin and Viscount Clandeboye, 


in the county of Down, Ireland. He was 
born on the 20th June, 1826, and became 
fifth baron of Dufferin on the death of his 
father, on the 21at July, 1851. He early 
distinguished himself, for he has been Un- 
der-Secretary of State for India, and Chan- 
cellor of the Duchy of Lancaster. In 1862 
he was married to Harriet Georgia, eldeat 
daughter of Archibald Rowan Hamilton, 
Eeq., Killyleagh Castle, county Down, and 
in himself is heir genetal of the Hamiltons 
of Clanbrassil. By the male side the Earl 
is of an old Scotch family of Blackwoods. 
Tho first who emigrated to Ireland was 
John, who was born in Scotland in 1691. 
His wife, Janet Clarke, was also Scotch. 
We judge that they wero from Ayrshiro,as 
Blackwood is not an uncommon namo in 
the west of Scotland. In the Book of the 
Peerage, it is intimated that the family was 
connected with the Aberdeen Blackwoods, 
which was unlikely, as that branch of tho 
ttish lairds was entirely Catholio, and 
fled to Paris at the Reformation, where 
Adam, the yindicator of Queen Mary, re- 
sided, and Dr, Henry, his brother, was 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine in the 
University. 

This Adani Blackwood was an able writ- 
er, champion of the old church, a defender 
of kings, and opponent of George Buchan- 
an. On the other hand, the Blackwoods 
who took up their abode in Ireland seem 
to have been staonch Presbyterians whenit 
cost something to be of that church, for we 
find that John Blackwood of Ballidy, and 
also his son John, were attained by James 
Il. for adhering to the faith of the simple 
church, John’s wife was a daughter of 
Robert Hamilton, Esq., of Killyleagh ; so 
that the Blackwoods and Hamiltons are 
now doubly intertwined in this family. In 
1763 this son Robert was made an Irish 
baron, and he was succeeded by his son, 
Sir John, who married Dorcas Stevenson, 
who became sole heir of the Hamiltons, 
Viscounts of Clandeboye, and Earls of 
Clanbrassill ; and it was through her the 
Blackwoods came into possession of the 
estato aud titles of the Hamiltons, 


Dorcas Stevenson was the eldest daughter 
of James Steyonson, Esq., of Killyleagh, 
and her grandmother was Anne Hamilton, 
daughter and heiress of James Hamilton, 
Esq., of Neilsbrook, county Antrim, who 
had inherited one-fifth of the Clanbrassill 
estates. This Anne Hamilton married her 
cousin, Hans Stevenson, Esq., M.P.,whose 
mother was a Hamilton,and Dorcas Steven- 
son, their daughter and heiress, became heir 
of the Hamiltons, Earls of Clanbrassill, on 
the failure of heirs in the senior branch. 
As the honor had expired with the heirs 
male of the third Earl of Olandeboye, 
Dorcas Stevenson must haye been a lady 
of decided ability and influence, for she 
succeeded in obtaining their restoration 
in herself boing made Baroness of Dufferin 
and Clandeboye in 1800, with the remain- 
de heirs by her husband, Sir John 
wood. When she died in 1808 her 
second son, James, became the senior re- 
presentative of the Hamiltons of Olan- 
braasill and Clandeboye, 

But who were tho Hamiltons, by whom 
such honors and estates came } 

In the rural village of Dunlop, in Ayr- 
shire, Scotland, celebrated for the products 
of the dairy, there is a vaulted chamber in 
the old kirkyard containing the dust of 
Hans Hamilton (abbreviation of Johannus) 
the first Protestant minister of the parish. 
This John Hamilton was the direct ances- 
tor of the Lord Chandeboye. He was min- 
ister of Dunlop for forty-five years, and 
died in 1608. He had six sons, all of whom 
wero men of more than common ability ; 
but the oldest, James, was the most noted, 
for he was the founder of the new Hamil- 
ton dynasty in Ireland, As a diplomat he 
has perhaps not been surpassed by any of 
his descendants. Although he had a sharp 
oye to his own interests, it is equally true 
that he had strong family affection, and 
was a man of benevolent impulses and large 
benefactions. King James II. has been 
called the ‘* learned fool,” but for all that 
ho was an acute observer, and no shallow 
plotter. James Hamilton, the eldest son of 
the Rey. Hans, of Dunlop, was a graduate 
of the University of Glasgow in 1586, and 
on account of his discretion and scholarshi 
he seems to have socured the attention a 
favour of the king, who, in 1587, selected 
him and James Fullerton, another graduate 
of the college, to go to Dublin and act as 
nts, making observations and political 
pital for the Scotch Solomon as successor 
lizabeth. ‘To cover their main object, 
thoy became private teachers of the classics 
to young Protestant gontlomen, and by 


| their ability they soon acquired influenco, 


When Trinity College was founded, thoy 
wore appointed professors, and James Ham- 


| ilton taught Ussher, who afterwards became 


a0 famous as a divine, scholar, and bishop. 
Whon James VI. became King of England 
Hainilton gave up his professorship, went 
to London, and was made one of the King’s 


| privy council, where he exerted great influ- 


ence. It was at this time that Con O'Neil, 
the Irish Chief, and ownor of extennive pos. 

« in Down and Antrim, was held a 
pri for robellion in the Oastle of Oar- 
| rickforgus, and Gov. Chichester was work- 
| ing to have him tried, convicted, and ex- 
couted, and his Janda appropriated by him- 
self.

Tt was thus the sonof tho Dunlop parish 

ministor foundeda new dynasty of Hamil- 

ton nobles in Ireland, 


Although Sir James Hamilton was an 
Episcopalian he was a generous man, and a 
friend of tho Presbyterians ; for he main- 
tained liberally six Scotch ministers in six 
parishes on his estates, For a period, un- 
der the stupid despotism of Stafford’ and 
Charles I., he was a magistrate for enforc- 
ing “The Black Oath of Ulster’ upon sey- 
eral of his own countrymen and women, 
thereby subjecting them to great suffering. 
But it is stated that he sympathized with 
the persecuted, and some of them he hidin 
his own house. He was a learned, wise, 
and generous patron of rcholars, and aman 
of strong family tics, He took out his five 
brothers, bestowed upon them respectable 
estates, and they also founded distinguish- 
ed families. A large nuinber of Scotch far- 
mers were also taken over to Ireland, and 
they soon changed those parts which be- 
fore had been waste into beautiful farms, 
Lord Montgomery did the same with his 
portion of the lands, and so they made 
each of the shares of O'Neil’s land more 
valuable than the whole had been before. 
Some writers have made wrong accusations 
respecting they call ‘‘the spoliation of 
of the O'Neil’s Trish Lands.” But the O'- 
Neil’s were usurpors thomselves,and robbed 
the old Scots Dalraids by ¢ntering Down 
and Antrim with the red hand and a great 
army. Ulster had been made a wilderness, 
and the Scots reclaimed and made it what 
it now is, fa 


Lord Hamilton, of Clandeboye, did not 
forget his native land, In 1641 he erected 
a tomb in Dunlop to his father and mother; 
and he built a school, over the door of 
which was the following inscription :— 
“This school is erected and endowed by 
James, Viscount Clandeboye, in love to 
his parish, in which his father, Hans Ham- 
ilton, was pastor 45 years.” There is no 
doubt about the school; but with respect 
to the endowment, the parish has never 
received any benolits from it. . Tn the early 
troubled times his heirs, no doubt, forgot 
all about. The first Lord Clandeboye built 
a castle at Killyleagh and another at Bally- 
water, and established a thorough Scotch 
colony. His nephew, the Rey. James 
Hamilton, a Presbyterian minister, was a 
man of fervent piety and decided ability. 
His life was very eventful. He was onco 
captured at sea while on his way to Scot- 
Jand, and was kept a prisoner in Mingary 
Castle, in Ardnamurchan, by the Colkitto 
McDonald, in the time of Montrose, for 
over a year. He was also confined for two 
years in the Tower of London—in the one 
case by Catholics, in the other by Puritans. 
Cromwell liberated him, and he then took 
up his residence in Edinburgh, where he 
died in 1666. We have no space to enter 
farther upon his life. He was a great 
favorite of his uncle, and when young lived 
for some time in his family. 


When well advanced in years, James 
Hamilton, the son of Hans, the Dunlop 
vicar, once a schoolmaster, then a profes- 
sor in Trinity College, Dublin, was made a 
peer of Ireland on March 4th, 1622, Vis- 
count Clandeboye, and he died much hon- 
ored and esteemed in 1643. He was suc- 
ceeded by his son James, who was made 
Earl of Clanbrassill in 1647. With his 
son Henry the male line failed, and the 
heirship went to the descendants of Archi- 
bald, the second son of the first Lord James 
Hamilton, and it is in this branch that the 
Stevensons have been united with the 
Hamiltons and the Blackwoods, the details 
of which any person can find in ‘‘ Burke's 
Book of the Peerage.” James Blackwood, 
the second son of Dorcas, died without 
heirs male, and was succeeded by his ne- 
phew, Hans Blackwood, whose wife was of 
the distingnished Temples of Stowe. Their 
eldest sou, Captain Robert, fell at Water- 
loo, and the next, Captain Price Black- 
wood, R. N., succeeded his father Hans, 
the third baron, His wife, mother of Lord 
Dufferin, was Helina Selina, daughter of 
Thomas Sheridan, and grand-daughter of 
the Hon. Richard Brindsley Sheridan, M. 
P., ono of tho most talented men of his or 
any age ; and his genius has descended in 
tho family. The mother of Lord Dufferin 
was the author of that touching ballad, 
“The Irish Emigrant’s Lament,” and Lady 
Caroline, hor deceased sister, whose mar- 
riage with the late Sir William Stirling- 
Maxwell was asubject of romantic wonder, 
was also a poctess of graat power and 
pathos. 


Tho present Ear) of Dufferin is an only 
gon, and for his own ominent service was 
made a baron of the United Kingdom in 
1850, and Earl on the 13th of Novembor, 
1871. He has the sparkling style of the 
Sheridans, and is also a solid writer. He 


is the author of an able work on Irish Emi- | 


gration, and the Tonuro of land in Ireland, 
which was an able answer to one of John 
Stuart Mill's on the Pacification of Ireland. 
His book called ‘‘ Lotters from High Lati- 
tudes,” boing an account of his adventures 
in his yacht, is a most readablo and entor- 
taining production. Houndorstands Cana- 
dian questions thorougliy, for he has 
travelled throughout the Jand, and has ox- 
amined for himself into the institutions of 
the country, the condition of the people, 
and tho rosources of tho northern regions 
of this continent. It isporsonal knowledge 
with him. Ho is not a moro specialint and 
speculative writer, but an acuto observer 
and sound reasoner, With these qualifica- 
tions, ho is also of an opon and candid na- 
toro, without which correct and juat conolu- 
sions can nover be reached by the most oun- 
ning and keon intolloot.—Svotlish American 
Journal,

Add 
to these indisputable facts the further un- 
contradictable statement that Mr. Turcotte, 
at 10 a.m. on the 4th wrote to Mr, Joly 
declining his nomination for the Speaker- 
ship, and at 4 p.m. on the same day he was 
elected Speaker on his own vote. If this

Mr, James eing, of Westgate street, 
Gloucester, deposed that on April 15th, after 
a statement made to him by his assistant, he 
saw the prisoner. At that time goods wero 
boing mado for himat his shop, Prisoner said 
ho was sub-inspector of factories, undor Major | 
Faussett, and that he was in Gloucester to 
give evidence in the Stroud lib-1 case at the 
Assizes then being held. He ultimately ob- 
tained from witnoss goods of the value of 
£12 2s. Gd, which were supplied, owing to 
the representations which prisoner mado. 
Ho had received no payment for the goods, 
Witness gave information to the police, and 
afterwards went to Towbridge, where he | 
identified the prisoner, 

William George Roberts, of Wellington 
street, anid he was foreman to the last wit- 
ness, On or about April 15th the prisoner 
came into Mr. Wareing’s shop and ordered » 
suit of clothes, cut in the first style, He gave 
his name as the Hon. Richard Westenra, and 
an assistant wrote the name down in wit- 
ness’s presence. He was afterwards present 
when the prisoner saw Mr. Wareing, and 
heard him say that he was sub-inspector of 
factories nnder Major Favasett. 

Major Godfrey Faussctt said he was one 
of Her Majesty's Inspectors of factories, and 
resident at Clifton, At the last Gloucester 
Assizes, held in April,he attended in connec- 
tion with a libel case, He stayed at the Bell 
Hotel about five days,and while he was there 
tho prisoner also stayed at the hotel, and up- 
on several occasions engaged in conversation 
with him, ascertaifing,no doubt, the position 
which he held. He knew nothing of him,and 
there was no truth in the representation that 
he had been under him as sub-inspector of 
factories, 


Tho Hon. Richard Hamiltan Westenra, of 
the 4th Royal Irish Dragoon Guards, station- 
ed at York, deposed that about a year ago 
the accused was a private in the regiment for 
about three weeks, He enlisted in the name 
of Walter Ashe. Witness’s elder brother 
was Lord Rossmore, but prisoner was in no 
way related tohim. In reply to questions, 
the witness said the accused may have been 
in the army fortwo or three months, He 
could not speak with certainty, 

This completed the first charge, and the 
prisoner said he wished to plead guilty. He 
was then committed for trial at the City Ses- 
sions, 

There was a second charge against the 
prisoner of obtaining board and lodging of 
the value of £9 10s. from the Bell Hotel Com- 
pany by a false pretence, 

Mr. Allen, manager for the Bell Hotel Com- 
pany, deposed that in April last the prisoner 
stayed at the hotel for about eight days. He 
came on the Saturday, during the assize week, 
and stayed till the following Monday week.

the growth of the plants. The 
seod may be scattered thinly over the sur- 
face and rakedin, or sown in drills and 
slightly covered with fine earth. The latter 
plan is preferable, as it giyos a better op- 
portunity to work among tho plants, in 
order to keep tho soil light and cut out 
weeds with a hoo, After sowing, it is well 
to give the bed a good sprinkling, and the 
watering should be frequently repeated, 
provided sufficient rain doos not fall to in- 
sure germination of tho soed and a vigor- 
ous growth of the plants. When the latter 
arethreo or four inches high, the leaves 
should either be cut off or tho plants lifted | 
and sot outin a new bed, Eithor operation | 
will cause them to grow moro stocky and 
produce a large clump of roots, Market- 
gardeners, who raise large numbers of 
plants for their own use and for sale, prac 
tice the cutting offof the tops, in profer- | 
euce to transplanting; but with the amateur | 
gardener the latter process will generally 
be the better plan, as it affords an oppor- 
tunity of thinning out the plants and giv- 
ing each plenty of room in the new bed for 
rapid growth during tho timo it remains in 
this position. Of course, a portion of the 
leaves should be pinched off at the time of 
transplanting from the seed-bed, and a 
moist or rainy day should bo selected for | 
the operation.

setting out by the middle of June. 


Cheapness 


The preparation of the soil consists in 
working it deeply, and, if it is not rich, in 
making it so by liberal applications of man- 
ure, Soil can scarcely be too rich for celery. 
It was formerly the practice to set the 
plants in trenches, six inches or more in 
depth ; but this system has been abandon- 
ed by market-gardeners, and the surface is 
kept level until the time for bleaching the 
stalks. Rows are marked out three to four 
feot apart, and the plants set about eight 
inches apart in therow. If the plants are 
stocky, and have been previously trans- 
planted as directed, they can be ow lift- 
ed with considerable soil adhering to 
their roots, and the removal from the bed 
to the field will scarcely check their growth. 
After the final planting, nothing further is 
required but to stir the soil about them fre- 
quently, and keep down all weeds for the 
next mouth or two, or until the first or 
middle ef August, at which time a little 
earthing up may be done. At this timea 
little soil may be drawn up against the 
plants, tho stalks the same time being 
held together with the hand, to prevent the 
earth from getting into the centre. Where 
largo quantities of colery aro cultivated the 
banking up is done in great part with the 
plough, after the stalks have been proased 
togothor and slightly banked with tho hoe.

Celery wanted for winter nse should be 
taken up before the ground is frozen hard | 
or tho leaves of the plants haye been killed 
by frosts, and p; 1 in trenchos prepared 
for the purpose in dry soil. The trenches 
may be a foot or more in width and a foot 
in depth, the soil taken up being thrown 
Jequally upon both sides. Tho celery as 
taken up should be packed upright in the 
trench and as close togother as the roots 
will admit ; after which the earth should 
be drawn against the stalks, and the tops | 
covered with boards, to keep out water. 
As the weather becomes cold, and there is 
danger of the celery frovziny, the tops may 
be covered with coarse hay or straw, and 
earth banked over this to whatever depth 
may be required to keep out the frost ; but 
| tho winter covering should not be put on 

too carly, for there is yenerally as much 
danger of the celery being ruinod by heat 
as by cold, To got at the celory in winter, | 
it is only necessary to open ono end of the 
trench, take out what is wanted, and close 
| up With the straw usod for covering. With 
| very little care ns regards tho temperature, 
| celery may be kept safely from October to 
| March, and sometimes much later in cool 
climates ; and there are few vozetables bet- 
ter liked or more worthy of cultivation. — |

the bank. We go very slowly, and, but 
for the dip of tho wheels, silently—on 
eithor side of the gleaming forest. You 
think, perhaps, that you haye seon nature | 
olsewhere at. hor best as a colorist ; you 
hayo recollections of tropical sunrises, of 
Italian evenings, of African skies, of Atlan- 
tic sunsets ; you remembor the peaks of 
the Tyrol, the passes of the Alps : well own 
that this forest surpasses all. 

The underwood is green and bright with 
asunshine which must bo wholly duc to 
the imaginary tint of the trees ; but above 
the maple 8 have changed their color 
and are transformed, They are crimson, 
they aro scarlet, they are ruby red, thoy 
area deep, rich, goldon yellow, they are 
brown edged with red, they are purple— 
they are every hue and tinge that the 
eye of a painter has conceived or the hand 
of nature uted. And now the sun lifts 
his head above the opposite bank, and they

An empty saw-mill, nowly built over a 
stream of rushing water.

THE WOOD TARIFF BILL. 

The defeat of the moasure known as the 
“* Wood Tariff Bill" in tho United States 
House of Representatives by 154 to 120 
votes, is a matter of not a little significance 
at the present time, The Bill in question, 
which wasintroduced by Mr. Fernando Wood 
of New York,was not, as sundry free-trade 
journals in Canada have falsely represent- 
ed it as being, namely a froe trade measure 
—its general effect boing simply a reduc- 
tion of the import duties by, on an averago, 
about 15 percent. Still, comparatively 
small as was the reduction proposed, the 
people of tho United States saw in it a step 
in the direction of free trade, and, fully 
alive to thoir own interosts,requested their 
ropresontatives to vote it down, which was 
done. Now if protection were not adyan- 
tageous—if it were the ruinous system that 
our Uanadian doctrinaires would have the 
world in general and the people of the Do- 
minion in particular believe, our neigh- 
bors, who have had long trial of 
the system, and who are universally 
esteemed to be the ‘ cutest ” 
people on earth, would willingly havo 
abandoned it, and Mr, Wood's measure 
would have been passed in Congress by a 
large majority, as a step in the right diree- 
tion. That they have not done so, even 
with industries developed to such an extent 
as to successfully defy the competition of 
the world in many lines, is satisfactory 
proof that their tariff, which we in Canada 
regard as too high for onr circumstances,is 
conducive to the interests of a country and 
beneficial to its people asa whole, Living

Their ally, tho Lioutenant-Governor, gave 
as one of the cayses for getting his friends 


into office, that the DoBoucherville Govern- 
ment wore involving the Province deeply in 
debt; but the first result of his ‘‘ reform 
isan addition of $300,000 or u) pwards to the 
burden of tho tax-payers, incurred by the 
holding of the general election and an extra 
session of the Legislature. The Ministers 
announced a small reduction of their sala- 
ries ; but thore was no guarantoo that, had 
thoy succeeded in firmly establishing thom- 
solyes in office, they would not re-establish 
thom at an oven higher rate than bofore. 
In doing so, they would merely follow in 
the footsteps of their friends in the Ontario 
and Dominion Cabinets, the former of whom 
increased thoir own salaries, doubled the 
sessional indemnity to members (at the 
samo time adding six to their number) and 
ran up the salaries and expenses in all the 
departments, whilst the latter gavo them- 
selves very genorously an additional $1,000 
per annum, and for a time added one more 
member to a Cabinet whose officers they 
had previously declared was twico too nu- 
merous forthe requirements of the country. 
Mr, Joly, whose sanction to or participation 
in tho purchase of Turcotte, the now infa- 
mous, would not be at all behind his com- 
patriots of Ontario, if only opportunity were 
given him. 

We havo spoken of two pieces of sham 
economy in Quebec. A third is contained 
in the proposal placed in the Liout. -Gover- 
nor's speech, namely the proposal to abolish 
tho Legislative Council. This is an oven 
more transparent piece of humbug than 
either of the other two above mentioned. 
Tho branch of the Legislature in question 
cannot be abolished, except by the vote of 
two-thirds of its members,and as that vote 
isnotat all likely to be obtained, Mr. 
Joly who knows the fact thoroughly well, 
of course did so merely in order to take 
credit for his good intentions of thus effect- 
ing asaving. Atthe same time, ho and 
his supporters in the press will denounce 
the Conservatives, of whom the Legislative 
Council is mainly compored, for refusing 
to second his efforts (. secure economy.

| DESTROYED. 


TWO CHILDREN BURNED TO 
DEATH! 


A THIRD NEARLY SUFFOCATED, 


A terrible oatastropho, resulting in the loss 
} of the lives of two children and tho narrow 
| escape of a third from death by suffocation 
| from smoke, ocourred in tho Townihip of J 
Amoliasburg last night, Ab about 10 o'clock 
fire broke out in the kitchen in rear of tho 
| residence of Mr. George H. Sprang, in the 3rd 
concession of the township named, about six 
miles from Belloville, and in a few minutes 4 
number of the neighbors gathered for the pur- 
poxe of rendering assistance. In entering the 
house, it seems that the doors were left open, 
and the flames having meanwhile made rapid 
headway, the densesmoke which waa generated 
wan thus carried up stairs into the sleoping 
apartments, where there lay in sleop Mr. 
Sprung’s eldest daughtor, ago 12, an adopted 
son, aged about 9, and a younger child. Busied 
as all woro in trying to fight the flames and 
save tho effects, it is probable that for some 
precious minutes the danger of the slumbering 
children was not thought of, but soon an at- 
tempt, which proved to be only partially suo- 
cessful, was mado to nave them. ‘The younger 
of the.three children spoken of was rescued, 
when almost suffocated by smoke, but the 
two elders became victims to the flamos, Mra. 
Sprung boing severely burnt, it is stated, in 
her efforts to save thom. The fire puraued its 
course unchecked, and completely destroyed 
the house, which was of brick, not even the 
walls being left standing, we are informed. 

The cause of the firo is unknown, but it is 
supposed to have originated from a defective 
stovepipe. Loss on house and furniture, be- 
tween $3,000 and $4,000. Insured in the Bay 
of Quinte and Prince Edward Companies for 
$1,000, 

This catastrophe is one of the most terrible 
that over happened in Ameliasburg, and uni- 
versal sympathy is felt with Mr. aud Mrs, 
Sprung in their torrible bereavement and so- 
rious loss, 


The Quebec Riots. 


Troops Sent for from Montreal and 
Halitax. 


Quesec, June 12, 

The troops and Polico were soon after 4 
o'clock ordered to the Parliament buildings, 
and while there Capt. Heigham recognizing 
two of the ringleaders ontside, had them ar- 
rested and sont direct to gaol. The city and 
water police will remain on duty during the 
night, and B battery under orders in the cit- 
adel. Tho cavalry and 8th battalion are now 
on duty at the Parliament House, Large 
numbers of householders were sworn in this 
evening as special constables to assist in keep- 
ing the peace. Three battalions are expect- 
ed here to-morrow morning from Montreal. 

In addition to the three regiments from 
Montreal one from Halifax is to arrive here 
in the morning. The rioters threaten to pre- 
vent them landing here. Ata mass mecting 
of strikers held at 7:30in St. Roch’s it was 
agreed to meet at 7:30 to-morrow ovening at 
Jacques Cartier Hall. 

Several hundred rioters assombled at the 
gaol this evening at 9 o'clock, and demanded 
the release of a rioter taken prisoner.

Lowpox, Juno 12.—The preparations for the 
meeting of tho Congress aro complete, all tho 
plenipotentiaries, with the exception of the 
Turkish, who wore delayed by a storm, having 
arrived at Borlin. At the first meeting of the 
| Earopean represontatives tho Turkish inter: 
eats will be confided to the Ottoman Ambas 
sador at Berlin. 

The meetings of the Congress will in all 
likelihood be held on alternate days, each 
sitting acoupying about three hours. Tho first 
| business taken in hand will be the considera- 
tion of the amount of secrecy to be observed 
relative to the deliberations, the military 
position at Constantinople, and the advis- 
bility of admitting reproson tatives of Greece 
| to the Conference, 

It is not thought that the Porte will offer 
any oppositition to the declaration of Rov- 
manian, Servian, or Montenogrin indepen- 
dence, while it would even consent to a Mon- 
| tenegrin extension of territory according to 
tho plan suggested at the Constantinople Con- 
ference. All his efforts will be concentrated 
on the other hand in endeavoring to prevent 
Russian acquisition of territory in Northern 
Bulgaria. 

A Vienna despatch says:—Tho mobiliza- 
tion of Austrian troops is at present confined 
to those in Slavonia and South Dalmatia, 
where two divisions have been placed on a 
war footing, and to Transylvania,

which visited Canton and its suburd# on 
the 11th of April ; Passing over the canal

houses in its Coursd, making a clean sweep 
of everything for width of about six hun- | 
dred feot. The mortality has been vari- 
ously ostimated atfrom five to ten. thous- | 
and, and prabubly the latter numbor is | 
ndiirer tho mafReNino thousand: housos 
(speaking in found numbers) are known to 
have been destroyed, and although many 
| ofithe inmateg’had notice of the impond- | 
ing disastor by hearing the noise caysed by 
othor houses falling, and made their es- 
capo, there were other casos it which great | 
numbers of people wore killed by the fall | 
ofa pingle horse. } For instanco, there was 
an eating houke in which fifty-tw6 -asnist- 
ants wore engaged. In this hou there 
wore at the timg,over one hundred people 
taking refreshiingh t and nono, cither assist- 
ants or guosts, are known to have escaped. 
In another case twenty-four persons were | 
killod by the destraction of a family house. 
There was aléo’great destruction of boats 
arid life on the water. Allowing, therefore, 
for there being no one in many of the hoses 
at the time of their fall, and on the other

had the conflagations been much more ex- 
tesive than they were. 
As. to.the clearing away of the dead 
bddies, the Chinedo authorities seem to 
haye acted with most commendable promp- 
titude. “Almost immediately after the 
catastrophe orders for 4,000 coflins were 
issuéd bythe Oi Yuk Tong hospital, and 
Up to the time*tH® steamer left yesterday 
afternoon, 3,000 bodies had beon recovered 
from the ruins afid buried without de- 
lay. Thd work of clearing away the debris 
was-proceeding rapidly, but the stench in 
some, places was anmistakable evidence 
that ther@ weré dead bodies still to be ex- 
tricated.™ THe_yiolonce of the wind for the 
feW minutes it-Jlasted was as great as that 
of thd seyerést.typhoon. Granite blocks 
were lifted from their places and hurled a 
considerable distance ; thick trees snapped 
in’ twain like ; roofs were lifted bod- 
ily, and boaté carried far on to the shore. 
In one case a small boat was actually blown 
on the roof ofashousein the tenth ward. 
A’row of houses—all brothels but one, 
forming one s8id6°of a short lane in the city 
—was the scené"f one notable catastrophe. 
The other side of the lane is formed by the 
side wall of thé"Nam Cheong temple, which 
is somo 30 feet high. This wall gayo way to 
the force of the fornado and fell, crushing 
in upon the opposite houses, the inmates of 
which, about 100 in number, were killed, 
most of them being crushed to death, and 
the remainder suffocated. There was no 
means of exit fitthe back, and no one at- 
tempted to dig the bodies out of the ruins, 
The narrow creek is still partially choked 
op with debris,“Gonsisting of broken boats 
and other wreckage, in which are numbers 
of dead bodies. Jn too many instances 
whole families haye been crushed to death 
in one boat. The avpply of coflinsis near- 
ly exhausted, andthe undertakers are now; 

The 
villages of Pah Hin Hock and Pah Hock 
Tang, two orthree miles to the north, outer 
side the walls, were caught in the storm: 
and suffered great damage, many houses) 
and other » buildings being destroyed 
and numbers of lives lost, The 
village across the water opposite to 
Shameen came in for its share of tho dis- 
aster also, being partially destroyed.

SrrawbeErnies.—The treatment of the 
plants after fruiting will depend upon the 
plan of cultivation, In any case, mulch 
should be remoyed, the soil between the 
rows forked over, and the weeds that. laye 
come up among the planté pulled up.

combined to render the calamity which has 
caused so profound an impression in Folke- 
stone and Dover to-day still more striking 
| to the imagination, There was in this 
| Instance no “‘ thick weather" to explain an’ 

error—if error thore was—in Manceyring ; 
} no sudden apparition of a vessel risin A

man steeraman at tho helm. The 
morn was not only exceptionally fine 
after the recent stormy weather, but the at- 
mosphoro was singularly bright and clear, 
The sun was indeed shining brilliantly in a 
cloudless sky, and there was just a gentle 
breeze upon the water from the east-north- 
cast, as tho threo vessels, the Kanig Wil- 
| helm, tho Grosser Kurfurst, and the 1p 
sen,at about ton minutes to nine this morns 
ing, passed tho Admiralty pier, Dover, 
steaming down channel, They were then 
| scarcely more than a half a mile from the 
| shore, and their progress was watched from 
| the pier by a number of persons who had 
been attracted by the news of the passing 
| of the German squadron. The relative po- 
sitions of the vessels was here more easily 
| observed than from Folkestone or Dym- 
| church, off which villago the accident oo- 
| curred, though even at this time the vea- 
| sels were scarcely three miles out at én ; 
and it was remarked by the Dover folks 
that two were even then steering in what 
appeared to be dangerous proximity to each 
other, Curiously enough, though many 
persons at Dover and Sandgate were also 
watching the vessels; the actual collision 
does not seem to havo been seen from the 
shore, whence the first token of some mis- 

hap was the heavy cloud of vapor arising 

from the sudden turning off of the steam 

aboard the unfortunate vessel. It was re- 

marked, howover, that the course of the 

vessel had been arrested, and as the dense 

cloud opened a little it was scen that one 

of the three was lying over on her beam 

ends so completely that the whole of her 

deck was exposed to View, and, as a coast- 
guard man expressed it, folks ashore could 
have looked **stright down her funnel.” 
At the same moment her men could be 
distinctly seen climbing up the sides of the 
vessel and clustering all along the line of 
her upper bulwark, 


As will bo anticipated, the alarm soon 
spread, and hasty preparations were mado 
for sonding succor to the. unfortunate ves- 
sel. The lifeboats both at Folkstone and 
Sandgate were quickly launched, and a tug- 
boat and numerous sailing-boats put forth 
Were rbhochekwrcarhile sipylaroxankiann 
South Eastern Railway Company's well- 
known fast packet-boat the Albert Edward 
had left Folkestone for Boulogne only a 
quarter of an hour before the occurrence, 
and though her passage lay somewhat to the 
eastward of the spot, to the eyes of those 
ashore she still seemed so near that when 
she was observed to alter her course, and 
bear down, evidently to render aid to the 
crew of the sinking vessel, confident hopes 
were entertained that her humane errand 
would be crowned with success. But in 
such a moment time is the chief element in 
the problem ; and in this instance the rapid 
progress of the disaster was almost without 
precedent. Though literally thousands of 
eyes were witnesses of the awful position of 
tho doomed vessel, and craft sufticient to 
have takon about ten times the number of 
her unhappy crew were scarcely beyond 
hail of the human yoice, the melancholy 
fact is that only a few ‘fishing boats were 
able to render any assistance in aid of the 
gallant and enorgetic efforts of the com- 
radea of the drowning men, What might 
have been done had a few moro boats been 
actually on the spot may be inferred from 


| the fact that six small luggers belonging to 


Folkstone, each manned by only two men, 
or at least two men anda boy, were en- 
abled to pick up from the struggling mass 
in the course of scarcely five minutes— 
for ontil the vessel heeled over and went 
down it was of course impossible to approach 


| close to her sidee—no fower than 72 men. 


Fortunately, as it proved so far, the ac- 
cident occurred in the yery midst of tho 


| lishing ground of the Folkstone fishermen; 


and as it happened, the sudden change in 
the weather had only the day before per- 
mitted their fishing operations, whidh had 
been suspended by the recent bad weather, 
to beresumed. It is from the mouths of 
those men that the cleareat account of tho 
occurrence is to be gained, The Susannah, 
which had left the harbor on the previous 
morning, was returning with her fish, as 
were the other boats abreast and astern,and 


| both May and Saunders agroe that the

The Twelfth of July Celebration. 


THE PROGRAMME OF THE MONTREAL ORANGE- 
MEN. 
(From the Montreal Witness.) 

Some days ago a Witness reporter elicited 
rom Orange delegates to the Supreme Grand 
Lodge the intention of the Montreal Orange- 
men to prevent any influx of members of the 
Order to tho city from a distance on July 
12th, if guaranteed by the authorities pro- 
tection for their procession, At this meeting 
the conduct of affairs here on July 12th was 
practically leftin the hands of the Orange- 
men of this city, and they have issued .an of- 
ficial communication stating what they intend 
todo. The city Orangemen have resolved,in 
accordance with the Blake Act, to march in 
procession unarmed ; if they are not protect- 
ed by the civic authorities, then they look to 
their friends from a distance to protect them. 
The following is the communication : 
Sir,—In viow of the feeling about the cole- 
bration, in this city, of the 12th of July next, 
wo think it well to inform the public of the 
resolution to which the Orangemen have come, 
Believing that the strects are open to any 
body of men conducting themselves peaceably 
and without offence, they mean to proceed to 
public worship in a body onthatday. But they 
intend : Ist. To comply strictly with the law 
embodied inthe Blake Act,and will bounarmed. 
2nd. While’on tho stroots they will play 
no party tunes that can give any annoyance to 
others—whother it be reasonable or unreason- 
able for annoyance to be experienced at such 
demonstrations. They will thus trast them- 
selves, without means of persoval defence, to 
the protection which itis the duty of the 
civic and other authorities to afford to all 
persons, without distinction, until it becomes 
the duty ofthose in authority to interfere with 
them, which, in that case, must be done in 
virtue of and in accordance with law, and by 
the hands of legal officials, As they propose 
to do nothing which will make such iater- 
ference necessary, they oxpect the ae otion 
which, ag we have alroady said, is due to all 
peaceable persons, ‘They also hope that their 
inoffensiveness of such a proceeding as it con- 
templated, and will refrain from the coward- 
ice of attacking poacoable and unarmed men. 


Throwing the Heavy Hammer. 


It is impossible for any free men to make | 
fuller concessions to the sentiment of others | 
than is done by the resolutions above describ- 
ed, and it is hoped that what others claim for 
thomselves they will accord to us, Wo ask 
no one the purpose for which he walks the 
streets, nor why he walks in company with 
others, so long an he gives no offence. We 
claim the samo thing for ourselves, and there 
can be no trouble if all parties will preserve 
this tolerance on tho ono hand, and this froo- 
dom from disagreeable demonstrations on tho | 
other. Our object in writing the above has | 
been solely to lot you know what we moan to 
do, and how perfectly innocent that purpose 
is. Woe venturo to think that tho spirit thus 
manifested is that which moat portoctl ao 
cords with the liberty of all classes, and yet 
should be no incentive to party strife. But 
we tako the opportunity of adding that the 
Orango body would, if that better met 
| tho general opinion, gladly join in abolish-

ATTEMPTS TO EXTORT MONEY BY THREATS, 


More Troops Sent for trom Mont- | 
real. hi 
Quenec, June 13. 
Numbers of strange haggard-looking 
mon are roaming about tho distant and un- 
frequented streets near the Grande Allee 
and Mount Pleasant,loaving written notices 
to the effect that they will call for money 
and must have it in an hour, They have 


terrified occupants of many houses. A 
rumor has been circulated to the effect that 
the mob intends cutting off the water sup- 
ply and firing the city. This is believed to 
be an idle threat, The Fifth Royal Fosi- 
liers, of Montreal, are barracked to-night 
in the Parliament House, and are lying all 
over the passage, etc. A large number of 
other citizens wore sworn in to-night as 
spevial constables, and are now parading 
the streets. Everything is now very quict. 

The Mayor has issued a proclamation for- 
bidding processions in the streets during 
the labor trouble, and asking workmen to 
return to their work at places whence they 
were turned off by the strikers without 
reason or cause. The Mayor guarantees 
them protection. 

Monrnzat, June 13.—The excitement 
caused in the city by the reports from Que- 
bec regarding the riots there continues wn- 
abated. It is estimated that about 760 
men left last evening for Quebec, They 
were mustered in about three hours after 
notice was given. The public places aro 
to-day thronged by eager citizens to hear 
tho news regarding the volunteers and the 
atate of the peace in Quebec. 

This evening orders were received from 
Quebec by Col. Harwood to forward the 
remainder of the men belonging to the three 
battalions now there by train to-night. 
Major Crawford, of the Victorias, will take

war, from officera commanding corps in the 
Dominion, and from other officers resident 
there. In reply, Iam to request that yon 
will inform Sir M. Hicks-Beach that Colonel 
Stanley would suggest that the answer to 
these dospatches should be that Her Majesty's 

Government highly appreciates the pat- 
riotic spirit which has dictated these offers, 
that the time has not arrived for taking them 
into consideration, but that should circum- 
stances rendera it necessary for this country 
to defend the interests of the Empire, they 
will not be forgotten.

But in one particular Victoria excelled any 
othor spot to.which the dog and man had yet 
sojourned.

Numerous aa butterflios thoy fluttered round 
tho honeysuckle,hung porches of the wooden 
cottagos, and-far in the forest depth they 
held summer holiday under the deeper toned 
ham of cologsal pine trees. 

Tt was the 12th of June when the two tra- 
vollérs sot out from the pleasant city of Vic- 
toria on their southern way towrrds Califor- 
nia. Midnight had gone over the Bay of 
Victoria when the steamboat quitted her 
moorings. When morning dawned she was 
steaming into Puget Sonat that deep land- 
locked bay which stretches so far into the 
north shore of Washington Territory. So nu- 
merous are the capes and promontories of this 
sound, so deep the indentations of water ly- 
ing between them, and two thousand miles of 
coast line lie within that narrow entrance— 
two thousand miles of shore, densely forested 
with pine troes of colossal, size; so deop the 
water that vessels lie broadside touching the 
shore, lashed to the trunks of great pines. 
Above the treo tops immense mountain poaks 
lift aloft six thousand feet of snow that never 
melts, Grandest of all, Mount Ranier stands 
a mighty mountain block fourteen thousand 
feet above tho Sound l»vel. 

All day tho little boat sped on its way, 
dodging in aud out of the intricate inlets, 
touching here and there to land merchandise 
or to take on board wood-fuel, and whistling 
loud and long among the forest, isles and shores 
Sometimes the “ound opened out into wide 
oxpanses of wator; at other times the chan- 
nels were narrow, filled with strong currents, 
and winding amid isles and shore; but ‘all 
through the long summer day the traveller 
had cause to miarvel at the naturel wealth of 
this strange occan inlet, and to think with 
bitter feelings how a stroke of an official pen 
sufficed to rob England of this fair birthright, 
and to write off under the name of Oregon all 
this wealth of forest, sea and mountain from 
the dominion roll of England. “ A country 
never destined to be of any practical value” 
—thus they had written off this’ territory— 
thus they had described this land, What 
must not the empire be that can afford to loso 
such realms and yet remain an empire! Per- 
haps this is the least annoying way of looking 
at it.

or thoroughly successful efforts to amuse 
themselves whonover they thought they were 
unobserved, while to myself it was a d 
of continuous and most depressing irritation 
on account of the increased difficulty of 
keoping ordor, and I came to the con- 
conclusion that tho difficulty I felt 
| in keeping my school in quiet order was due 
to tho length of the intervals betweon re- 
cesses, 

Having rosolyed on a change, I first. con- 
sulted tho pupils on the subjects I explained 
to them the reason why both they and I felt 
so listless and irritable after being at work in 
vitinted air for a length of timo, and proposed, 
with their consent, to havo a shorter inter- 
mission at the ond of each hour, instoad of the 
fi{toon minutes at the ondof an hourand a half. 
The change was made accordingly, and neither 
they nor Thad any reason to regret it. So 
completely satisfactory was it to the school, 
that not @ single Voice was raiscd in favor of a

A Word to Young Mothers. 


BY A MOTHER, 

A loving mother may injure the disposition 
of hor children, may do them life-long harm, 
by a thoughtless absorption in the necessary 
and laudable occupations of life. Their tears 
areso quickly dried, their troubles so soon 
forgotten, that often wodo not realize the 
necessity of carcfully regarding thoir feelings, 

Lot me cite one or two instances, The lit- 
tle one comes to mamma with some story or 
incident in which his young heart is fully en- 
listed. With kindling eye and earnest tones 
he Legins to tell, but when he looks for a re- 
sponse in tho face he loves, he finds that a 
deaf car has been turned to him. His heart 
is pained, and a wound inflicted which may 
take some time to heal. Or mamma is going 
out; and the children come to bid her an ea- 

or good-by ; as they clay their arms around 
her neck, sho says, ‘Oh, don't hug so tight, 
you muss my raffle, or crash my new hat,” 


The wise little heads conclude that their 
caresses are not much prized, and the thought 
perhaps ranklos while she is gone, and causes 
aropression of feeling on her return. Or the 
city child goes into the country for the sum- 
mer, and when he takes bis walk brings mam- 
ma a bunch of ‘* pretty flowers” from tho road- 
side, golden rod, dandelions, buttereups, and 
daisies, with the long slender leaves of tho 
common grass for green. The first impulse 
is to say, ‘‘Oh, these are nothing but woeds, 
and they only litter up the room.”" If this 
impulse is not checked, a swelling heart and 
tearful oyes are tho result. We mothers are 
often so pressed with cares that it seems as if 
we could not take time to attendto these little 
things, but they are not so little as we think, 
Retter make less garmenta for the body, bet- 
ter lay aside the book or pen, than run the 
risk of marring by our thoughtlessness the 
precious jewel committed to our care. 

It may make a child self-reliant to leave 
him to himself, but is not this self-reliance 
gained at the expense of some other qualities 
quite as important * Ix there not danger of 
his growing up cold, reserved, distrustful,and 
so unable to be enjoyed, as one of a loving, 
confiding disposition can. 

Thaye heard mothers make this comp‘aint 
with reference to their deeper feelings. y can 
not talk with them as I wish I could upon 
that which lics nearest my heart. Is there 
not fault somewhere when this is the case? 

Let the children of three and four feel that 
mamma has time to attend to their stories,to 
interest herself in their plays; they will con- 
tinue to come to her as the years slip by ; 
and as they approach maturity that sight 
among earth's sweetest will be seen, of the 
mother enjoying the confidence of her man] 
son, of her lovely daughter,intrusted with all 


their secrets, shown their evening ontertain- 
ments, consulted in all their plans. 


No after-tie will weaken the bond between 
children and such a mother, and her later 
years will be made bright by the thought that 
she is honored, loved, and trusted, by those 
who are dearer to her than her own life, 


How to Succeed. 

The first requisite to success is not to under- 
teke an unwise and impracticable thing.

Shadrac, Mesnach and Abednego. 


Some personshave doubted whether the 
Babylonians were guilty of such extreme 
cruelty” as to cast persons alive into a burn- 
ing fiery furnace, as in the case of Shadrach, 
Mesnach and Abednego, mentioned by Dan- 
iel (iii, 26). They are strangely forgetful of 
innumerable fiery martyrdoms, very much 
more slow in their torture, and therefore more 
cruel, than the seven-times heated furnance 
of Babylon. Mr. H. F. Talbot bas discover- 
ed te proof in the Assyrian writings that 
both this punishment and that of casting men 
alive into a den of lions, as Daniel was treat- 
ed, were in common use at Babylon during 
the reign of Assurbanipal, who preceded 
Nebuchadnezzar on the throne by less than 
twenty years. Sau!mugnia, the younger bro- 
ther of Assurbanipal, having risen in rebellion 
against his sovereign, and having failed in the 
attempt, was not spared by his angry brother. 
The following brief record is sufficient to tell 
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its own terrible tale :—*‘ My rebellious bro- 
ther Saulmugnia; who made war with me, 
was cast into a burning fiery furnace.” Many 
of Saulmugnia’s adherents were treated in 
the same manner, and the remainder were 
otherwise disposed of in the following way, 
as Assurbanipal very pithily says :—‘‘The 
rest of the people I threw alive among bulls 
and lions, as my grandfather Sennacherib used 
to act; and I following his example, have 
thus treated these rebellious men.” Truly 
we may exclaim with the Psalmist, ‘‘ The 
dark places of the earth are full of the habi- 
tants of cruelty.” 


Miscellaneous. 

Beware of censuring people whom you do 
not know intimately $ you can judge no one 
by appearances. There is really eome good in 
almost every one—something admirable in 
most. ‘he stiff and solemn serious man may 
be a model of integrity and purity, though the 
gay Bohemian grins at him. The Bohemian 
at whose approach the sobec man shudders 
may really be warm-hearted, generous, and 
self-sacrificing, though many libations flush 
his face, and he seldom saves enough to buy 
himself the coffin for which he makes himself 
prematurely ready, The business man whom 
others think a creature of shillings and pence, 
doubtless fought in his youtha yery Apollyon 
of discouragement, and is secretly more ten- 
dor-hearted and charitable than he dare let the 
world know.

The poorest girls in the world are those 
who have never learned to work. Rich par- 
ents have petted them; they have been 
taught to despise labor, and aepend upon 
others for a living, and are perfectly helpless. 
If misfortune come upon their friends, as it 
often does, their case 33 helpless. ‘The most 
forlorn and miserab!e women tipon the earth 
belong to this class. It belongs to rents to 
protect their children from this deplorable 
condition. ‘They do them a greater wrong if 
they neglect it. Every daughter should be 
taught to earn her own living. The rich as 
well as the poor require this training ‘The 
wheel of fortune trolls swiftly srouud ; the 
rich are likely to become poor, and the poor 
rich. Still, to labor is no disadvantage to the 
rich, and indispensable to the poor. Well-to- 
do parents must educate their children to 
work, No reform is more imperative than 
this.

CHAPTER U. 
Grear Sr, Suton APostir. 


Great St. Simon is not a church, though 
the name sounds like one; itisa court, 
and it stands beliind Carmel Friars, in the 
very heart and centre of the city of London. 
Once there was a church, which, with its 
graveyard, occupied one whole side of tho 
court, he population of the parish, which 
consisted of an acre and a half of ground, 
dwindled down by degrees to a dozen house- 
keepers, and the congregation of the church 
stands in the proportion of a quarter of that 
number, Yot when. the old church was 
pulled down and offices built on the ground 
made sacred by the kneos of ‘many genera- 
tions of worshippers, there were not want- 
ing those who mourned for its loss.” "They 
loft a part of the churchyard—a little atrip 
of garden ground Jaid ont in flower beds, 
and rejoicing in two trees, which atill hold 
forth prancHea of foliage green in spring, 
black in summer, and yollow in the early 
autumn, Stretching ont these arms across 
the narrow court, they touch the dead wall 
on one side and reach very nearly across to 
the windows on the other, Beneath tho 
large treo lies tho Jast remaining of the old 
tombstones. As for the other monuments 
recording the birth, death, and virtues of 
so many burgesses and their wives, these 
wore all carted into the wonderfal land 
where all forgotten things go,—so that the 
dead citizens, whose headstones might have 
been to countloss generations a perpetual 
service of admonition, became at one fell 
sweop utterly forgotten, In spite of their 
eminent christian virtues, thoy aro no more 
remembered in modern London than if they 
had been so many wood-stained early Brit- 
ons. 


The houses on the left hand of Great St- 
Apostle were three in number ; they were 
Jarge and stately houses of Queen Anne's 
time, built of brick, with flat facade, and 
without ornament. They had porches pro- 
jecting over the doors,and the doors them- 
selves were reached by stone steps. Inside 
these houses—once the houses of substan- 
tial merchants—posseased broad balustrades 
rich with blackened carvings in oak, costly 
and precious. Now the houses are let out 
into offices, The only house on the right 
hand side.of the court, standing’on the site 
of the church, is a newly built set of offices, 
with polished granite pillars, and carvings 
in quite the newest style. Beyond these 
chambers is the church-yard, on the right 
of which is a groat dead wall, the side of 
some art warehouse ; and across the road 
stands a house of three stories of the Geor- 
gian period, decorated in the middle with 
ashield. The shield is carved with the 
coat of arms of a late Lord Mayor, deceas- 
ed in this very house a hundred years ago. 
The house is Number Five, Great St.Siman 
Apostle, 

The court etn upon a square or place, 

part of Carmel Fritits, closely hemmed in 
and girt round by buildings, A church is 
there, an old church, with a round tower 
in the corner of the west front ; the houses 
have crowded against it, so that there is 
nothing left open but the naye. If you 
were to look in at the door, you would find 
that even the nave is more than the thin 
congregation want, because they have 
bricked up the chancel, and built them- 
selves a comfortable little chapel inside, 
with yarnished oak walls, within the 
church ; for this is the church of the 
Dutch, and within these oaken walls thus 
gather every Sunday, to hear the Word 
aftertheir own fashion and in their own 
language, all that remain of the once flour- 
ishing and prosperous colony of Holland- 
ors. 
There are two or three narrow passages 
tunneled in the houses, by which one gets 
in and out of this queer place, If you pass 
through one, under a house over whose 
door is painted the namo of a financier and 
statesman known over All the world, you 
come to another square to which this pass- 
age is the only entrance. This is a square 
with four houses in it, one on each side. 
They are great stately palaces, where once 
merchant princes lived in ostentatious 
splendor. Now one of them “is. the head- 
quarters of a small city company, and the 
other three are let out in office, Ifyou go 
through another passage, or a third, or a 
fourth, you find yourself in one of the 
noisy, crowded arteries of the city. 


All day long and every day, except Sun- 
day and Saturday afternoon, Great St. 
Simon Apostle and the square and Carmel 
Friars are echoing with a céaseless throb of 
hurrying feet. No one looks about him ; 
no ono loiters; no one stops to talk and 
laugh ; no one turns his face to right or to 
left. Church and court ; church-yard and 
trees ; old tombstones and flower-beds— 
theay are things which everybody sees 
every day and never sees at all. The 
mystery of the forgotten past which clothes 
an old city as with a sun-lit cloud for those 
who have eyes to see, is nothing to the 
men who have every day to grub and fight 
for money. Their ancestors, slowly toiling, 
accumulated wealth with pain and patience, 
building up that great English name for 
honesty which some of the modern mor- 
chants are doing their best to destroy. 
Their ancestors lived and died where they 
worked ; the citizens of London know each 
other and were known to each other; the 
rowards of aluborious life and an unspot- 
ted record were the civic distinctionn 
which their descendants abandon to retail 
tradesmen ; they gath@red together on 
Sunday in their city churches, whore now 
tho ritualists play at popery and practice

forbidden pranks ta congregations gathor- 
ed from the suburbs, or the mild old eyan- 
golical drawls his well thumbed sermon to 
an assemblage of halfa dozen. 'The place 
is redolent of dead citizens ; if the dust of 
Oarmel Friars could speak,” it would con- 
fess that it was once part of dead citizens ; 
and if the ghosts of thone old citizens could 
rovisit the place where they lived, tho liv- 
ing would not haye room to stand among 
the dead. 

But the living are too busy to think of 
their predecessors ; only those who do not 
bolong to the city can afford tho luxurious 
emotions which arise from letting tho 
thoughts flow backward up the stream of 
timo. Tho clerks and the principals como 
at nine and ton, their thoughts intent on 
tho things of the day. At five they go 
away, ond thon, as if by magic,thouo courts 


grow suddenly and entirely atill. Quito | 


still, Not a footfall; not the echo of a 
voice ; not the banging of a door, Tho 
church itsolf—tho silent old ohurch of the 
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Dutchman—cannot be more quict than the | 
| court without ; and save for the faint rumble | 
of whools which falls softly on tho ear in 
this sheltered spot, one might think one's 
self in a city uf the dead, or a city at tho 
| early morning, or in a city of some thoator 
| erected by the sceno-paintor, and waiting 
for a crowd of supers to play at tho imagin- 
ary ra-et-vient of a crowded atroct, 

All Sunday, too, save for the bolls that 
bang and clash about the city, calling a 
people that are no longer thore to hear, 
and except for the few minutes when the 
Dutchmen walk down the flags on their 
way to and from their service, the court 
and equare are quite still and ompty. If | 
thore are housckeepers in those great 
houses, they are never seen ; if the inyisi- 
sible housokecpers have friends, they nev- 
er come to see them ; if a boy were to rush 
into one of those courts with a shout and a 
whoop, his voice would drop before he got 
half-way through it, for the silence of the 
place would fall on him, and the hollow ro- 
turn, taking up his cry, would send it 
round and round from one wall to another, 
as if in every corner were nestled a mock- 
ing ghost of some boy dead and gone, But 
no, there are no boys. To find them you 
must go to the other side of Bishopsgate 
Street where are Houndsditch and the 
Marks and a swarming hive of humans. 

The only thing to be seen about Great 
St. Simon Apostle during this time of calm 
and rest was the figure of a girl. When 
the evenings were light—that is from April 
until the end of October—she used to glide 
out from Number Five, the house at the 
end, and pass along the little church-yard 
when the last etragyler was gone and last 
office shut. Had they known—some of 
those rollicking young city blades—what a 
pearl of beauty lay hidden in the uppor 
story of Number Five, I think they would 
not have been in such a mighty hurry to 
huddle their papers in the safe, and be off 
and away to the west, where all manner of 
pleasures are found. If they had known 
what kind of damsel that was who flitted 
about Carmel Friars, wandered amid the 


squares, and sometimes trusted 
herself through tho tunnels into 


the streets beyond, sure I am that these 
young knights of the Exchange, the gallant 
brokers, these chivalrous limbs of the law, 
these gay and sparkling young financiers, 
would have lingered, if only to look through 
an office blind in admiration of the face 
whose beauty even the blurred and dirty 
window could not destroy. Or had they 
known how, on Sunday- morning, this 
maiden might have been seen by those 
adventurous few who forced their 
way thither, sitting on the benches in the 
church among the Dutchmen, herself fairer

than the fairest tulip among that bulbous 
race, they too might have bad heretical 
yearnings in the direction of the Dutch per- 
suasion, and become strangers for a time 
in their spick and span suburban church. 
The girl is Lettie Langton. -She is rather 
taller than the average height of girls ; she 
stoops a little as she walks, but that is from 
walking a great deal alone ; her eyes are 
generally cast downward. If those eyes 
were looking you full in the face, you 
would see that they are of a deep blue, 
full eyos, which are clear, but not too bright. 
And if she held her head upright, as she 
should, because sho is as straight asa lance, 
and her figure is as perfect as Diana’s, you 
would notice what a delicately shaped head 
itis, and your eyes would fall upon a face 
which is marked especially by sweetness 
and purity.

tion of Belleville, which is to take place on 

Dominion Day. Tho communicetions re- 

forred to were written in a fair spirit 

criticism, and gave oxpression totho opinions 
of a considerable portion of the community, 
therefore space was acoontod to thom in our 
columns. A fourth lettor on tho subjoct, 
oyer the signature «Anti-Monopoly,” re- 
ceived on Saturday,is objectionable in tone, 
and for that reason and the further reason 
that the subjoct has boon sufficiontly dis- 
cussed already, wo docline the communica. 
tion in question. 

It certainly doos seem that a mistake has 

eon made in not arranging for games ofa 
more diversified charactor. Now that the 
attention of the Committee has been drawn 
ty the subject, it is to bo hoped that thoy 
will, if practicable, incorporate in the pro- 
gramme a number of games more purely 
Canadian in their character, and thus give 
all a chance to participate in the sports of 
the day. The object of tho demonstration 
is one in which all ought to join, namely 
the marking of a highly important event in 
the municipal history of Belleville by a de- 
monstration worthy alike of the event and 
of the corporation, and the exhibition to 
strangers of our beautiful city in her bright- 
est garb. That the Committee have fail- 
ed, up to the present, to suit all tastes, is 
not a matter to surprise any one, as mis 
takes will occur in all sublunary matters, 
but thore is yet time for them to retrieve 
the error into which they have fallen. 
Unity can be secured by the means indi- 
cated, and wo trust that no division of 
opinion will be allowed to prevail at all 
generally. 

Another objection is taken, namely to 
the high charge for prices of admission to 
the grounds. This might be lowered, and 
we think with the offect of increasing the 
receipts. Probably a charge of 15 centsfor 
admission in the afternoon and 10 cents in 
the evening would meot the general desire 
in that direction. 

We leave these suggestions with the 
Committees concerned, hy ping that they 
will at least be fairly co..c:tered and action 
taken upon them, if deemed advisable in 
the interest of the public, and as likely to 
render the success of the demonstration be- 
yond doubt. 


Tur Tanwry.—Sir Alexander Galt’s views 
on the Tariff are particularly worthy of noto 
in view of the prominence given to him by 
the present Government. Writing to Mr. 
Mills in 1876, he said :—‘‘ The real question 
at issue is whether the present tariff is the 
best possible for the present circumstances of 
Canada, You, by your inaction, assume, as- 
sumo the affirmative, and must consequently 
be held to the position that when unexampled 
commercial suffering oxists in the country 
you can, asa Government, do nothing what- 
over to relieve it, You allege that the ca 
are beyond your control, and that nature 
must supply a remedy. Itake the contrary 
position, and affirm that the present tariff is 
eminently artificial, and therefore open at all 
times to beneficial changes, and that in a per- 
fod of severe distress the duty of the Govern- 
ment is to try the effect of changes. It has 
8 most gloomy and depressing influence upon 
the mind of the country for the Parliament 
to assume tho attitude of admitted incapacity 
to afford relief for two suotessive years.” 

Aw Arr Smutr.—At the annual pic-nic 

connected with the Railton Roman Catholic 
Church, Township of Loborough, Rey. Father 
MoWilliams, the priest of the parish, made an 
able speech, in the course of which he said, 
referring to Sir John A. Macdonald :—''They 
had present with them Canada’s most honor- 
ed statesman, who had raised Canada from a 
small territory to be a great Dominion, and 
who hadunited and comented tho different 
Provinces. To him should praise be given 
for the accomplishment of this work. Ho 
was one whom the Queen had delighted to | 
honor, Ho had received the highest honor 
ever accorded to a Canadian. Another qual. 
fication was poasessod by Sir John Macdonald 
—he was the best abused man in she country. 
(Applause.) All men had their enemies, but 
when he saw the low, paltry, and, he might 
nay, childish, means employed to put Sir 
John down, he was reminded of his early 
days, when he and his companions tried to 
level the mountains in Vermont State by 
throwing stones at thom. Asthey grew oldor 
thoy laughed at the ides of these weak ondea- 
vors; and so he belioved it would be in Sir 
John Macdonald's case—it would be found 
that all attempts to lower him were in vain 
and in after years he would be looked up to 
and admired.”

No farmer whose land will grow corn and 
grass can expect remuneratiyé returns unless 
he breeds meat»producing stock. In every 
grass and grain producing district, in all parts 
of America, may be found examples of well- 
to-de and thriving farmers whose practice il- 
lustrates the truth of this observation. In all 
our acquaintance among farmers in different

It is not the purpose of this articlo to urge 
farmers to keep more atcck, but to show that, 
as a general rule it is more profitable to breed 
the stock we handle than to purchase it. To 
illustrate our point we mention that, during 
the past winter we endeavored to purchase 


some well-bred and well kept yoarling steers, | 


knowing that there was more profit in them 
than in avimals of greator ages, But to got 
such as wo wanted we were obliged to pay as 
high as $45 per head for stecrs of from 16 to 
18 months old. It is quite clear that at these 
prices Shey paid the breeder a handsome pro- 
fit: indeed, we do not know of anything a 
inan can do with the products of his farm 
that would yield more satisfactory retarns, 
with so little outlay and so little risk. And 
yet these ateers, we anticipate, will yield usa 
better profit for, say 10 months keep, than 
cattle of the samo weights a yoar oldor (of 
fair quality, but not so well bred) that were 
offered us for less money. We suppose that 
these young, well-bred steors will give more 
pounds in a given length of time than the 
older and lower-bred ones, and sell for more 
money per hundred when ready for market 


The same obscrvations will apply to pigs. | 


Even at the low rates of the last few month 
a well bred pig at, say three or four months 
old, will sell for more money than it will cost 
to rear it, And when we have a good calf or 
pig that is ‘of our own raining,” 
ee what it is and what it willdo. Stock at 
home will go on much better than stock that 
we “pick up” in a dozen different placcs and 
mix together. In such cases it takes. some 
time for tho strangers to become acqnainted, 
and to settle down to the contented condition 
requisite for rapid and kindly fattening. 
Besides these considerations, we must ob- 
serve that tho tendency of prices for young 
stock, a8 compared with tho matured, has 
been rapidly advancing, and in ahort ‘time 
will be so high that it will not pay the grazior

The British Indian Army. 


A BRANCH OF THE SERVICE WHICH 
NOT BE LEFT OUT OF ACCOUNT,

| Riding or driving through the crowded 
| bazaars of India the visitor is apt to have 
| his attention arrested by the superb appear- 
| ance of a certain class of natives. roud 
and eredt, clad in the ‘muffi” of the 
conntry, with flowing muslin robes, and 
gigantic turbans rakishly perched on their 
heads, with emerald and diamond pendants 
in their ears (hereditary adornments be- 
| queathed from father to son for centuries), 
and eke, perchance, jewelled studs in their 
noses, fierce whiskers and moustaches,and, 
| above all, no caste marks on the foreheads, 
these men meve among their compatriots 
with the haughty mein of a warlike aristoc- 
racy. These are the British Seapoys ; they 
are as a rule very handsome men, with 
Caucasian features, and thick arched eye- 
brows meeting oyer their noses, and their 
heads are shaved, leavinga topknot. The 
regular cavalry uniform isa hussar costume 
of French gray-and silver, with a little red 
turban perched on three hairs, and the 
troopers, who are mainly Mahrattas, wear 


of their necks like the Cossacks, only they 
take more care of it, comb it with the soli- 
citude of a Murray Hill belle, and never 
defile it with grease. It shines brilliantly 
enough by reason of its own animal oil. 


warriors of India. Their tooth-brushes of 
split cane are perpetually in requisition. 
The fatigue uniform is a white shell jacket 
simply. "i 
The body guards of the Viceroy and the 
Governors of Madras and Bombay are 
similarly.uniformed,but in scarlet and gold 
for the Viceroy and blue and gold for. the 
minor representatives of the Empress of 
India, with a very peculiar head-dress in- 
stead of the turban. This is a sort of scar- 


worn by the Assyrians of old and tho dia- 
dems of the sovereign Princes of India to- 
| day. It is somothing like a reserved pitch- 
| er, with an incipient bishop’s mitre on the 
| bottom—or top, rather. The so-called ir- 
regular cavalry, which are probably the 
| beat, are uniformed more in native fashion, 
with large turbans and tunics, of scarlet 
for parade, and Bahkee, or cotton dyed of 
a butternut hue for service, with jackboots 
and cotton pantaloons thrust into the tops 
| ofthem., The regular Ghoorka «regiments 
of Bengal are dreased in scarlet like the 
rest of tho infantry, but are equipped, in 
addition to muskets and bayonets with 
national knives, affairs two feet long, cur- 
ved, yery broad and heavy, and sharpened 
on tho inside. 


It is a peculiarity with all Indian sold- 
iors that their hands are very slender and 
ladyhike. Tho-hilts-of their knives and 
sabres will scarcely admit of the grasp of 
more than three fingers of the average Eu- 
ropean hand, The irregular cavalry are 
armed with native tulwars, or sabres, which 
| they carry in yelyet sheaths lined with 
andalwood, which keeps them very sharp, 
| and they are sharpened like razors, They 

aro worn in frogs, close to the hip, instead 
of slings, and as their horses are frequent- 
| ly shod with felt, the charge of such troop- 
| cra is marked by the absenco of tho deaf- 
| ening rattle and clattor attonding rapid 
movements of the cavalry of Europe, They 
also carry carbines and pistols, and, in ad- 
dition, usually lances, with broad “leaf- 
shaped heads, and tho 10-foot staves of the 
j male bamaoo, which is very tough and

Tho natives of India are very gonerous 
to their relatives, ind iintided, very liboral 
and Christiaulike in benevolent deeds to 
perfect strangers of any race. Every na- 
tive gentleman has a body guard of fight- 
ing menas a necosaary appendage of his rank 
just as the english lady of “position” must 
have two six foot footmen with big calves. 
| Some of these gentlemen maintain large 
armies for their greater glorification, offi- 
| cered, partly to keep them in order, and 

partly to provide for the officers, by do- 
| tails for the British establishment. Nearly 
| a quarter of a million are as well drilled 
| and disciplined as the English. The rest 
| are more like Falstaff’s army, though the; 
| are more richly dressed and know how to 
| fight, and do fight admirably when they 
get the chanco, which, poor fellows, they 
seldom get. English rule has spoiled the 
fun they used to have, when a yontleman 
| in search of a little recreation used to burn 
out his nearest neighbor, loot his possessions 
capture his wives, and slaughter and tor- 
ture every one he could lay his hands on of 
the masculine persuasion. It is very pro- 

| bable that, in despair of fighting the Eng- 

lish with success, they would be yery happy 

to fight the Russians or anybody else, if 

England chose to raise 1,000,000 or 10,000, 

000.0f them, and pay them all £3.50 a} 
month each. The 40,000,000 Mohamme- 
dan population, which is the idlest and 
most useless of all, ia directly interested in 
the present quarrel of Islam, and could be 
relied on to furnish a formidable contin- 
gent. 

The best of the irregular Mogul and Hin- 
dostan troops are the. Silladar cavalry, 
mainly composed of wealthy men, who own 
their arms and equipments, the magnificent 
Arabian or stud-bred chargers, with ward- 
robes of a medimyal splendor, which out- 
shine the stories of the costumes of Western 
cavalry. Some of them actually turn out 
with armour and shields, and the effect of 
their costume in mass is very davzzling, 
though scarcely two will be armed or equip- 
ped or clothed alike, if left to themselves. 
Cloth of camels’ hair, bullion fringe, and 
galloon, the finest damask, and cloth of the 
richest dye are flaunted by them. 

Whether little dusky Ghoorkas, or big 
Sikhs, or the tribemen of the frontiers of 
Afghanistan ; the tall,high casto Pandies” 
of Bengal ; the sweet-tongued Telugus of 
the Core the fierce lithe Mahrattos 
of the the blackest Tamils of 
Southern India, or the creain-colored Naira 
of 'fravamore and Corlin, with their cavalier 
lovelocks brought down over the left side 
of their foreheads; the Moplahs of Malabar, 
or the wild Arabs and Robillas of Hydera- 
bad, or the supercilious descendauts of the 
conquering Moguls—all these men will 
fight, and, well led, will fight well. Badly 
led or distracted by dissensions and jealous- 
ies among themselves, and ignorant, as a 
rule, of strategy of grand tactics when led 
by native leaders, Europeans have been in

torily. But, with European oflicers, no 
better, more faithful, more docile troops 
ever existed. The English beat the French 
out of India almost solely with the hastily- 
trained, very low caste Sepoys originally 
raised by the East India Company, and 
some of them helped to send Napoleon to 
the right-about at Acre under Sir Sydney 
Smith. 


In the diastrous occupation and explosion 
from Cabul in 1841, the native troops fought 
admirably, and sustained the severest pri- 
yations with a heroism not surpassed by 
their white comrades. In China and in 
Burmah they haye done splendid service, 
The Madras sappers and miners were found 
of the greatest use in Abyssinia, and in all, 
the fighting, which in and about India has 
rarely ceased for as long as six months, the 
native troops have all responded nobly when 
called on, Whitchiocks column of Madria- 
ans, in 1858, beat up th volting Pandies 
in a magnificent style,and the Thirty-third 
British infantry could never have held 
Lucknow but for the aid of the threo infan- | 
try who fonght by their sides under Haye- | 
lock. Patient under hardship, cool under 
fire, and devoted to their oflicers ; proud of 
the slightest word of praise, and enraptur- 
ed as Frenclimen by the bestowal of any | 
sort of distinction—a medal, a ribbon a| 
sabro, or robe of hodor—the martial races 
and classes of Indiaare warriors by instinct 
and may well be depended on not to show 
the white feather against whomsover they 
may be brought. Every old Indian officer 
is full of stories of the sublime death-defy- 
ing courage of their men under the inost | 
trying circumstances. And when they can’t 
find men to tight thoy dolight in the wildest 
of field sports. An officer of the Thirty- 
fourth Madras Native Division once killed 
eight tigers in four days, on foot, with the 
assistance of two havildars. or sergeants, 
who chopped two of tho brutes to pieces 
with their swords alono, And when neither 
field sports nor active gervico are forth- 
coming, they are not disposed to lot their 
muscles suffer for want of exercise. | 

Every athletic sport, except as to tho 
gymnasium full of apparatus which is in 
vogue among Wostern communities, is on- 
thusiastically practised by them. They are 
admirable horsomen, and played polo and 
tilting at tontpega long before any EBuro- 
pean ever got his foot on the Penina he 
Whey aro splendid swordsmen,  ‘Thoy 
wrestle naked, except for the lanjooty, a 
diminutive substitute for a figleaf, and 
covered with oil, like the ancient Greoks ;

The St. John, New Brunswick, Daily 
News, a Reform journal, has an article in 
itsissue of the 14th inst., strongly condemn- 
atory of the course of the Joly Government 
after the defeat on tho address.

helping to keep it aliv However, the 
Government did not see things in that light. 
So it pushed its amendment, and when the 
vote was taken it stood as in the Speaker- 
ship contest—32to 32. Mr. Speaker Tur- 
cotte, as before, was equal to the emor- 
gency, and voted contidence in the Govern- 
ment. 

““Tt is not difficult to understand Mr. 
Turcotte’s course. One word—‘ Speaker- 
ship'—explainsit all. But Mr. Price is a 


hesitate to vote against the want of confi- 
dence resolution? If he was elected as an 
opponent of the Joly Government, as he 
certainly was, what can be the matter with 
him? A short time probably will throw 
light on the situation. 

“Tn the meantime, it is in order to note 
that the Lieutenant Governor's act, in dis- 
missing a Ministry commanding a majority 
in the Provincial Assembly, has been con- 
stitutionally condomned by the Quebec 
people. On that point there is no room for 
dispute.”

Wuo Pars Duries 1—In the commorcial 
column of the Globe ono day recently, after 
giving the quotations for wool at Toronto 
at 23 conts, the following reason for the 
low price is given :—‘* Based on’ sales in 
Boston it would appear that 23c is rather 
high. Sales of Canadian combing are 
reported from that market at 38c per pound 
through acommission house. To get at the 
valuo here it is necossary to subtract from 
this sum the duty of ton cents, the diffor- 
ence in currency one cent,the ad valorem of 
about two and a half cents, and froight and 
insurance one cent—or say fourteen cents 
in all, This would regulate the price 
here toa shade under 24 conte.”

pleted in the month of September. 

To a question of the Warden respecting the 
appointing of Trustees, Mr. Wood said the

Mr, Wood said the Company would be will- 
ing to accept for the Company as their Trus:

She pointed out the impertance of gram- 
matical “Re ‘ais, Which should be taught 80 soon 
as the pupil knew the noun and verb, or even 
before he knew any of the parts of speech. Sh: 
dwelt on the importance and necessity of th 
ough questioning and drillon any previous les: 
son given the pup! , concluding by saying that 
the progress of tho pupil and the ability of the 
teacher Were measured not by the amount of 
struction given, but by the amount of informa- 
tion received. 

A unanimous yote of thanks was tendered 
Miss Riddell, and a request made that her paper 
be placed at the disposal of the Association that 
it may be published, which she kindly consont- 
ed to do, Miss Riddell deserves the thanks- of 
the Association, not only for the merit of her 
»aper, but also for being, we believe, the first 
Indy member of the Asw tion who has tiken 
an active part in the f the Amociation, 
We hope since the ic ken that their mod- 
angwil not keep other lady members who are 
well qualitied, from assisting the Association by 
imparting some oftheir ideas on education, 

Mr. Mackintosh, ., explained a method 
of teaching Tablétswhich is quite different from 
the usual one, but-which we think is nearer the 
true way than any other we have yet seen. ‘The 
fundamental principle is to make the pupils 
thoroughly understand what the written words 
are for, The first thing to be done is to intro 
duce the pupils to some object, the name of 
which is some simple word, as hat. Show the 
class ahat. Get the class to talk about hata 
until they become familiar with you. Have the 
picture of ahat. Show it to the class, What is 
it? It isa hat, someone says. Ask bim to put 
iton, Hecannotit, Isita hat? No, it is the 
picture of what. Show the real hat and get the 
class to say, it ia the thing hat. Let class repeat 
th's until they kaow the difference between the 
thingitselfganditho picture of it. Now print 
neatly the worlhat®on the blackboard several 
times without saying anything tothe class, This 
prouses their interest, ik what it is you have 
printed. Noone knows, ‘Tell them it is the 
word hat. Review previous lessons and drill 
In same way teach twenty or thirty words, show» 
ing them first the object, then the picture of it 
and lastly the word that stands for it. Words 
which occur in the first tablet lessons should be 
chosen when the objects are easily procured. The 
next step isto teach the “hinge” words, is &c. 
Take some object as a hat and ask class what it 
is, Itisobat. Repeat a few times with them 
emphasizing the word is, What other word did 
we use? Is, ow I cannot show a thing called 
is or even the picture of it, but I can show you 
the word is if you would like to sce it. All want 
to see it. You print it on the blackboard. When 
all the words in the first tablet lesson aro learned 
thoroughly, you show them the Tablet and 
teach them to read the lesson as a whole, Pay 
particular attention to inflection, modulation an 
emphasis. Begin to teach a few lessons now. 
Teach first ten tablet lessons in the same wa 
If pupils can not readily read_ the lesson clever, 
you have not taught thoroughly and must begin 
over again. At the twelfth lesson teach the real 
sound of two or three letters. To do this print 
the word cat. What isit? Cat. Put your 
hand overthe Cand ask again, At, What 
sound is gone? Show the pupils to sound it as 
asharp explosive. Ifany have any difficulty 
show them in what p m_ to place their 
tongues, and if necessary take their tongues in 
the fingers and place them properly for them. 
When they have learned all the sounds of the 
letters you will have no stammerers, if any were 
at first inclined to be so. Teach thoroughly, 
drill continually, teaching all new words in each 
lesson on the blackboard before showing them 
the tablet. 4 

Mr, Fuller discussed the ‘Method of conduct- 
ing a public examination of a school.” He said 
that as the main object of an examination is to 
show what work the school was dving, and to 
makejthe proceedings} interesting as possible, 
it was necessarythat the work done be practical 
and such that a majority of the visitora would 
readily comprehend,'or would at least consider 
to be of use in every day life. In grammar, the 
questions should be mainly directed to common 
errors of expression, and not to nice points in 
parsing and analysis, In arithmetic, practical 
questions in interest, computation of ‘accounts, 
ete., should be given. A certain amount of time 
should be given to reading and spelling, since 
every one recognizes the importance of’ these 
subjects. Questions on geography should be 
confined mainly to our own country, routes of 
travel, the countries from which we get useful 
articles, such as cork, silk, etc., and also the 
geography of any country, which’on account of 
political or other agitation, is prominently before 
the public. Classes well drilled in mental 
arithmetic can, when the interest begins to flag, 
revive it by being rapidly questioned. A few 
readings and recitations given between the 
classes, and well rendered, will assist in making 
the proceedings |more interesting. The teacher 
should draw up a time table and have their 
questions prepared before examination day, 
They should vide work for pupils who are at 
their desks while es is reciting. At the 
close of the examination visitors should be asked 
to address the pupils. The visitor who makes a 
long, rambling speech, uninteresting to wearied 
pupils, is to to say the t, a bore, 

Mr. Mackintosh, I.P.S., discussed the meth- 
od of teaching fractions. He illustrated his re- 
marks by means of the blackboard, showing that 
pupils can be to tind out all the op ions of 
vulgar fractions for themselves by judicious 
teaching on the part of the teacher. 

‘The next meeting of the Association will take 
place at Madoc, in the latter part of August.

and Management of 
Cows. 


Breeding 


Who is to grow tho oalves for the future 
beof and dairies of the country, is likely to 
become an important question, Probably 
it can be done at the Woat and Southwoat. 
Even here the improved atock can be grown 
profitably ; but with ordinary native cattle 
this cannot de dono. It costa more to 
keop an ordinary calf till itis one, two or 
three yoars than the animal is worth at 
either age. If the calf is a heifer, and of 
good milking strain, it will usually boll for 
more at two years than a steor at tho samo 
ago, But this does not make a profitable 
breeding. If the cow should provo a fail- 
uro for milk or butter, as natives from the 
beat strains often do, there is the loss of 
anothor years’ kooping before the animal 
can be fit for the butcher. 

The principal loss is in keeping the calf 
tillitis a yoar old. Very ofton a fat calf 
at six or seven weeks will sell for about as 
much as the same animal kept a year long- 
er. It isa mistake to aupposo that calves 
can bo kept cheaply in good thrifty condi- 
tion. A good deal may be done with oat- 
meal made into porridge as a substitute for 
milk ; but if we count the labor and time 
lost in feeding, the calf will be a dear one 
after ayear of such keeping. If not fed 
well the first year, the calf will soon be- 
come unthrifty, and can never be mado a 
good animal, 

Milkmen never raiso their own cows, and 
the samo used to betrue of butter and cheese 
dairymen. The increasing difficulty of buy- 
ing the choicest dairy cows has forced some 
good dairymen to raise them ; but they all 
consider the method a costly one, more 
costly than could afford if they had any 
other alternative. For a good milch cow, 
known to be a deep and continuous milker, 
shrewd dairymen will offer what may seem 
tomany farmers an almost fabulous price. 
They can well afford to do so. The cheap- 
ost native cowsI ever knew, were two 
my father bought years and years ago, pay- 
ing the seemingly extortionate price of $99 
for one, and $100 for the other, One 
was four and the other five years old. 
They proved to be really remarkable milk- 
ers, holding to theirmilk through the year, 
One time one of the cows was (by mistake) 
milked till the day she calved. Usually a 
rest of three to five weeks was given with- 
out milking. The" heifer calves of these 
cows were all good milkers, and most of 
them keep up the supply of milk till near 
calving. Of such cows, I need hardly say 
that the calves should all be raised,unless 
very evidently inferior. 

Tt costs little more to keep a good milk- 
ing cow thana poorone. ‘The difference 
in product is sometimes enough in a singlo 
year to pay the price of a good cow rather 
than to accept a poor milkerasa gift. Tho 
time that a cow will go dry is often a mat- 
ter of great importance. Some cows which 
yield a fair mess at first will not milk more 
than six or seven months per year. Such 
4 cow is scarcely worth owning except to 
fatton for beef. The length of time a cow 
may be milked depends much upon _previ- 
ous management. If a heifer is milked af- 
ter her first calf as long as possible,and has 
good milk-producing food to stimulate the 
flow of milk, she will retain this habit 
through life. More care should be taken 
in feeding and milking heifers on this ac- 
count. Give thom roots, and milk as long 
asa drop can be got. TI like to have heif- 
ers come in the first time when not over 
two years old, and a little younger if pos- 
sible. Then let thom go farrow several 
months, so that the heifer may get greater 
sizo, and also to let the milk serection run 
on as soon as possible unchecked by a new 
pregnancy. In this way, if a heifer is na- 
turallya good milker, she has the best 
chance to test her capacity, and also to in- 
crease it. 

Much depends on the way acow has been 
kept. Cows accustomed to a great variety 
of food are invariably ood eaters and al- 
mostalways heavy milkers. Thus, tho best 
cows ina neighborhood are usually those of 
poor men whose oné cow ismade a pet of, 
and has all sorta of food. Such cows are 
usually a good bargain at almost any price, 
though they will rarely do as well when 
taken from their own old homes and turned 
in with the lessvaried fare accorded to larg- 
er herds. Milkmen have learned that it 
is important to give cows a variety of food. 
Hence their purchases of bran, meal, roots 
and oil-cake. It may not pay farmers to 
take so much pains, but they can promote 
the thrift of their herds and their own pro- 
fits by changing the animal's food as often 
as possible.—W. J: F., Monroe County, 
N. Y¥.—Country Gentleman.

Lord Salisbury on Free Trade. 


Wo make no apology to our readers for 


presenting them with somo remarks mado 


by Lord Salisbury to 4 trade doputation a | 


vory short time ago. We take them from 
an English papor of a late date :— 


Two deputations, representing the Yorkshire 
and Manchester Chambers of Commerce, had 
xoparate interviews with Lond Salisbury in re- 
ference to tho various European tariffs. | Mx, 
Barran, M. P., Mr. Ripley, M. P., Mr. Wheel- 
house, M.P., and Mr, Behrens spoke on behalf 
of the Yorkshire Chamber, ‘They dealt with 
European tariffs generally, ‘The representatives 
of the Manchester Chamber, introduced by Sir 
T, Bazloy, M.P., confined their remarks to the 
Roumanian tariff ; and both deputations ex: 
reksed a hope that more favorable terms would 
[2 ‘secured for British goods than in times past, 
for otherwise tho trade of the country in wool: 
Tens, cottons, yarns, and other heavy goods 
would be handed over to foreign countries. Some 
of the speakers were in favor of retaliatory mea 
sures, while others repudiated any notion of 
abandoning a free trade policy. 


Lord Salisbury, in reply, among other 


things said as follows :— 

A deputation of this kind requires no 
apology, for the subject is one of the me 
nortant, even at this moment of important sub: 
Mots, which can be brought before the Foreign 

tice, I wasglad to seo that both Mr, Rinley 
and Mr. Behrens did not attribute to the condi- 
tions of theso 'I'reaties the whole of the commer- 
cial depression by which this country is afficted, 
because we morely require to look out into the 
world and seo Germany and America suffering 
even ina keener dogree, to be conscious that 
there must be causes at work very much deeper 
than anything the tariffs can affect, Still, the 

subject is one of extreme importance, ono in re- 
spect of which Government officers are always 
better for being stirred up by the interests af 
fected, and one in respect of which we always 
receive valuable guidance and information 
from. those who are particularly concerned, 
which we could not obtain otherwise. 
suppose we shall not live always in a time 
of crisis, and when such conjectures do not 
exist business of this kind is the essential busi- 
neas,1 may say, for which the Foreign-oftice 
exists and that to which certainly its most earn- 
est attention would always be devoted. But, 
while we assnro you of our continued anxiety to 
do all that is in our power to assist the very im- 
portant inte and which it is 
our business, , to protect, we 
must not conceal from ourselves the very great 
difficulties under which we labor, Mr. ae 
has indicated them, and so has Mr, Wheel- 
houso, in avowing themselves to be to some ex- 
tent dissentients from the popular and domi- 
nant view, in which I entirely concur, is that 
we ought not to form our tariff so as to coerce 
other countrica into the structures of our tariff. 
That is tho view to which this country firmly 
adheres, and to which it is likely to cling ; and 
no doubt the pursuit of it has brought advan- 
tages and benefits to the country. But you 
must not suppose that these benefits are entirely 
without their drawbacks, 

It would not be wise to believe that our influ- 
ence on foreign countries and the structure of 
their tanffs can be as great as if wo had wea- 
pons by which we could appeal not only to their 
reason, but also to their fens. We can only ex- 
ert moral influence upon t!cm ; and, without 
goin into any analysis, which might seem to be 

vidious, of what mere moral influence consists 
in and what it can do, I will ask anyone who is 
acquainted with the management ot a railway 
eanbany which was competing with him if he 
had nothing but moral influence to exert. ‘That 
is the difficulty under which we labor. And un- 
til free-trade doctrines makes more way in the 
world than they have hitherto done —until the 
bright anticipations which I remember well 30 
years ago were entortained—until these are re- 
alized and the example rs England ie generally 
followed, tere is no doubt that difficulties and 

mragements will continue to beset British 
commerce. Free trade not only does not 
make advances in the convictions of the world, 
but I am afraid there is rather a movement in 
the other direction ; the Protection y is, at 
all events, gaining more zealous votaries. Only 
the other day I was somewhat surprised by the 
Japanese Minister proposing that we should 
consent to a tariff the object of which was to 
protect Japanese manufactures as ogainst our 
own. While Protection is making such way in 
distant corners of the world, we can hardly hope 
that nearer at home it will entirely cease; and, 
therefore any assurance that I can give you of 
our earnest attention to your interests, and of* 
the activity with which we shall pursue them, 
must not lead you to be too sanguine until there 
fsa thorough reform in the economical views 
which statesmen and evonomical philosophers of 
other countries entertain.

There are several things worthy of re- 
mark in the foregoing extract from Lord 
Salisbury's speech : 


Ist. That ho gives a pretty emphatic con- 
tradiction to Mr. Cartwright’s theory of 
governmental non-intervention in business 
matters. 


Ho asserts that it is the business of the 
Foreign-office to look after British commer- 
cial interests, His is no ‘‘fly on the wheel” 
theory of Ministerial duty. 

2nd. That Lord Salisbury does not sncer 
at the “interests” which come to him to 
complain of their being unfairly weighted 
in the competitive race with foreign rivals. 
He dees not toll them as Mr. Cartwright 
would tell them, that they are asking to 
bo ,, ‘protected at the cost of the consam- 
ers,” or any such stuff'as that. He frankly 
admits that a goyernment requires to be 
stirred up on these queations. 


Srd. There is the unqualified admissi 
by Lord Salisbury that the tariffs of foreign 
countries do ‘‘beset British commerce with 
difficulties.” He doos not refuse, like Mr. 
Cartwright, to seo a fact so plain to every 
intelligent man. Mr. Cartwright will 
Peay enes iE ece to the position that 
our interests in Canada are affe: 

United States tariff. pei the 


Ath. hero isthe admission by Lord 
Salisbury that it is Protection, aa not 
Free Trade, that is making progress, 
Cartwright will utterly deny this statement 
and will declaro that the reverse is the caso, 
and all his ompty-headed copyists in the 
press will repeat the suggestion till they 
half believe it themselves. 


6th. The fifth and last points is at onco 
amusing and instructive. Lord Salisbury 
will not dony that protection is getting 
“zealous victories” at home, but he hopes 
for a change in the opinions of the States- 
men and ‘ Economical Philosophers of 
other ‘‘ countries.” But these only becomo- 
ing more and more Protection in their 
theorios and practices ; andin the mean- 
time British commerce must continuo to 
sutfer till all tho rest of the world has run

The Situation in Britis! 


The political si 

bia at prosent is, 
culiar, Some wee 
ment which ruled 
four or five times d : 
‘Amombly, appealed to tho people, with 
result that of the twenty-five mombors who 
compose the Logislature, nixteon adherents 
of the Opposition, seven Government sup- 
porters, and two Independents were ‘To- 
turned. Not only that, but the Promier, 
Mr. A.C. Elliott, and sonte of his colleagues 
in the Government wore defeated. Still, 
despite this unmistakable expression of tho 
will of the people, the beaten Premier and 
his colleagues persist in retaining their 
offices, in open defiance of constitutional 
usage and precedents innumerable. The 
Victoria Standard strongly condemns the 
course taken by Mr, Elliott, saying in its 
issue of tho Srd ingt. ;—‘Mr. Elliott has 
been unsuccessful in obtaining even & 
fourth seat as re) ntative for Meeks 

i d nearly all his prominent sup- 
Ces havo Desi defeated in the dis- 
tricts thoy have so long misropresont- 
ed. Mr. Elliott, however, still clings to 
office, instead of resigning, as he should 
have done as soon as he know the Opposi- 
tion had secured a majority of seats in tho 
“Legislature. This conduct on Mr, Elliott's 
part isan open violation of one of the 
primary principles of R.sponsible Govern- 
ment. But what cares ho for popular opin- 
ion, popular verdicts, or the delay caused 
to public business by his condnet, #0 long 
‘as he can draw his salary? It would bo 
better for the people to give him » month’s 
salary and let him go at once than that he 
should retard public business by his misor- 
able policy of clinging to office. Tho change 
of Goyernmont that must ensue necessitates 
the re-election of members'who aconpt seats 
in the Cabinet, all of whom, no doubt, will 
be returned by acclamation, Still, even 
that occupies time. Mr, Walkem, as Lead- 
er of the Opposition, is of course the pro. 
per perton to form the new Government 
‘and carry on successfully public business, 
but it will occupy him some little time after 
taking office in ‘preparing business for 
Legislative action. Mr, Elliott's action is 
inexcusable, The country has pronounced 
against him. He iscone(i\utionally unable 
to transact public business. Ho has neither 
aseat nor even a respectable minority of 
supporters in the Legislature, and yet ho 
retains office. ‘This is not in accordance 
with Responsible Governnient ; ond all 
those who countenance or assist him in this 
gross opposition to the public will and must 
bo prepared to take the consequences that 
must follow from such conduct,”

Thore are now 
over one thousand miners at work at Sil- 
yor Islet. Tho stamping mills are running 
day and night. 

At the Sault, the work on the new canal 
is progressing rapidly. Immense quan- 
titities of material are constantly arriving. 
The engineers haye during the last wook 
removed an immense quantity of rock and 
boulders from the front of the Sault Sto 
Marie dock, Canadian side, an improve- 
ment long looked for by masters of vessels. 
This has the effect of allowing downwaard 
steamers heavily laden to call. 

At the Port Lock Harbor Mines, near 
the Bruce Mines, a large quantity of irow 
ore is ready for shipment, estimated at 
twenty-five thousand tons, The Welling- 
ton Copper Mines still remain inactive.

out clear, namely, the triumph of the moral 
force of Groat Britain ovor the hostile arma 
of Russia, Without tho firing of agun, or 
the sacrifice of even one human life, Russia, 
although flushed with conquest and natu, 
rally proud of dominion as one of tho first 
military powers of the time, has been com. 
pelled to do that which sho at first docided 
ahe would not do, namely submit the terms 
of the compensation for loases and sacrifices 
in tho war'with Turkey to the arbitrament 
of Europe.

Aassailed from without by the 
noisy and un-English faction who act with 
Mr. Gladstono, that great but mistaken 
statesman; deserted by the halting Qarnar- 
yon and tho timid Derby, tho aged but far- 
sooing Premier pursued tho even tenor of 
his way, backed by the vast majority of the 
people, and the result has been that the 
national will of England has been asserted, 
and that the right has triumphed. 


Greater honors have seldom or never 
boon reaped by any man than have fallen 
to the lot of Earl Beaconsfield. Tho scion 
of a race against which there is a deep pre- 
judice, he overcame all obstacles and fin- 
ally, after a brilliant career he has, by the 
mere force of his talents, secured the place 
of first Minister of the greatest empire in 
the world and has assumed a position 
amongst the proudest aristocracy of Europe

The Heaviest ‘Man in the World. 


DEATH OF A (BCOTTISH GIANT, 728°LBS, IN 
; ww WEIGHT. 


_ The Newedstle.Chronicle gives the follow- 
inginteresting particulars of the death of 
Mr, WilliamOampbell, landlord of the 
Duke of Wellington public house, High 
Bridge, New¢itle, and widely known as 
the Scottish giant,)who died at_ the estab- 
lishment on May 26. He had been ill about 
ten-days, thé,cause of death, itis supposed, 
being congestion of the lungs, the result of 
a cold caughtduring his absence from home. 
The deceased was 4 little more than twenty- 
two years of age, having been born in Glas- 
gow on the 2nd of April, 1856. He camo 
td this town only in November last, and 
has 6xtraordinary dimensions, which soon 
found prblictity attracted crowds of visitors 
to the levees which aré regularly held in hia 
neWly-acquired-hoose, Oampbell was ong 
ofa family of seven children,none of whonr 
besides himself are of more than ordinary 
proportions. \, His’ father, who for many 
yoarswas manager of Tennant’s Chemical 
Works in thescitypof his birth, was of ayer= 
age weight, although he stood 6 foeb2 inches 


the usual weightof women. From his birth 
William Campbell showed a remarkable 
disposition fOwards stoutneas. At nine 
months old, according to his own statement

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“\A Good Reformer” on Protection. 


When ouropponents feel disposed to heap 
obloquy on those who advocate a ‘ Protec- 
tive tariff” for Canada, and answor argu- 
menta with abuse, we would advise them 
to read tho following lotter and anawors of 
the Hon. H. G. Joly, the present “Reform” 
Promier of Quobec, addressed to Dr, Orton, 
M. P., Chairman of » Committee of the 


Houso of Commons on Agricultural Protec- 
tion in 1876, and to remember the ‘‘ Oon- 


servatives ” aro not the only people who ad- 
yooate auch a policy. The following is Mr. 


Joly's reply :-—

.'T, Orton, M. P., Chairman Agr'l Com, 

or Deak Docron,—I only received to-day a

My friends have been twitted 
with having given it up, and I was brought in 
‘as the leader of the Parti National, but I have 
not given it up. E 

If Tremember correctly, you helped me in 
1873 to obtain the exemption of duty for the 
beet-root sugar manufacture, and I hope you 
will approve my views on the subject.

Mr. Joly’s replies were as follows :— 


Is it in the interest of the Dominion that we 
should continue to admit American produce free 
while Canadian produce exported over the bor- 
der has so heavy a tax levied on it? 

A.—No, it is against the interest of Canada. 
Thumbly think we should not admit anything 
free of duty except the raw material required 
for our manufactures. 

‘What duties, if any, would you impose on 
flour and various grains and other foreign farm 
products ; or what guiding rule as to such im- 
“positions of duties would you advise? 

~ A—I would respectfully recommend to lay 
‘aside all abstract theories and to adopt no other 
rule but that of our own interest. 

What effect has free admission of Indian corn 
on Brice of coarse grains in your section of coun- 


A.—We are not much affected in our part of 
the country, because unfortunately we do not 
produce much more than what is required to 
supply our own wants; but it appears to me 
that wherever the farmer produces more than 


he requires for his own use, and has ‘a surplus 
for sale, he must suffer by the competition, It 
is true the purchasers, among whom the manu-

Do you advise legislation with a view to es- 
tablishing and promoting in Canada the cultiva- 
tion of sugar-beet, and the manufacture of sugar 
therefrom ; also cultivation of tobacco and flax? 
And what legislation would best conduce to the 
end in view? 

A.—The House of Commons in 1873 oxpress- 
ed itself in favor of exemption from duties for a 
certain number of years of the beet root sugar 
manufactured in Canada, I think nothing 
could be more efficacious for promoting that in- 
dustry, True that, so for, it has not taken root 
In the country, but strenuous efforts are made 
to introduce it. The difficulties are great, great- 
er even than in France, Belgium auaiGareany: 
but I trust they will be overcome, and rely es- 

ly on that exemption from duties oa the 
Greatest encouragement that can be given. As 
Tegards tobacco the tax on Canadian grown to- 
bacco yields but a very small revenue while it 
hinders the cultivation, It ought to be abolish- 
ed and the tax on imported tobacco increased, 
We can produce very good tobacco in Canada. 
T see no reason why ours should be inferior to

How Protection Affects Prices. 


The stock argument of the Grits in de- 
fending their position on the trade question 
is that froo trade or the throwing open of 
our markets to United States manufactur- 
ers, makes Canada a cheap country to live 
in. But the following extract from an able 
letter from Pittsburg, which appears in the 
Mail of Monday, shows that the United 
States, with the high protection tariff which 
prevails in that country, isa cheaper country 
to live in than Canada with its prostrated 
manufacturing, agricultural and mining 
industries. The corespondent says :— 


“From the market reports I gathered that food 
in Pittaburg is cheap, cheese selling as low as 
six cents a pound, butter only half as much again 
potatoes forty cents bush: Who, too, would 
not keep a horse in Pittsburg, where good oats 
are quoted at twenty-two cents a bushel, and 
prime hay at $a ton?” 

The correspondent then speaks as follows 
of the condition of the manufacturing in- 


dustries of the city : 

“ Tt is only a few weeks since I was amid the 
foundries, rolling mills, and machine shops of 
Sheffield, and strong as is the contrast between 
that hideously dull dirty town, and the pictur- 
esque scenery by which it is surrounded, Pitts- 
burg is a formidable rival either for industries 
within its bounds, or for natural beauties on ita 
very threshold. Army guns, heavy hardwaro, 
stoves, pumps, ploughs, saddlery iron, bolts and 
nuts, locomotives, iron bridges, spil boiler 
rivets, water pipes, chain cables, anvils, and I 
can't tell you how many more things are made 
in the establishments from whose tall chimneys 
is belched perpetual smoke. Then the manu- 
facture of edge-tool and cutlery steel has been 
added to the industries of the Smoky City, and 
the produce of the Pittsburg furnaces have been 
piped to England for favorable comparison 
with Sheffield steel. As a proof of the value of 
proieclos to a new manufacture, and of its 

armleasness to consumers it may be noted that 
Pittsburg steel can now be furnished of equal 
pivality, with the English article at three cents a 
und below what was formerly paid for the 
oreign material,” 

Let the reader contrast this state of af- 
fairs under the protective tariff of the 
United States and the condition of the va- 
rious industries in Canada under modified 
freo trade, and then determine whether he 
will support a Government which refuses 
persistently to see any necessity for a 


change.

The Cattle Traffic with Britain 

| Mr, John Thornton, an extonsive cattle 
dealer in Britain, writes tothe Tin 
garding the cause of 0 large a dec 
tho number of cattle in the British 
during the past throo years. 


Isles 
This decrease, 
according to Mr, Thornton, amounts to 


549,500 hoad, or about 6 per cont, of the 
Ireland. The cause of this onormous de- 
crease is ascribed chielly to the prevalence 
ot the foot and mouth disease, 
“Afraid of a second attack of disease, men 
sold their two-year-olds, and in neveral in- 
stances gave up» breeding altogether, to 
embark in another class of farming 
sides the actual loss, the epidemic of foot 
and mouth disease in 1874-6 seriously in- 
jured the breeding power of the cattle af- 
fected, entirely destroying it in some cases. 
In consequence of the diminished supply 


increase in the supplies from the continent 
of Europe, the demand for cattle brought 
from this side of the Atlantic has develop- 
ed rapidly, and Canadian cattle, which 
wore looked on with disfayor, and sold at 
much lower rates than British cattle in 
1875, are now in favor with British butch- 
ors, and command the highest prices on 
tho market 

A Newcastle paper of June the Ist speak- 
ing of the cattlo market says :—‘'Oanadian 
cattle were on offer and caused a great at- 
traction, ifnot sensation. These animals 
came by route of Glasgow, and the most 
wonderful feature about them is their splen- 
did condition, for after travelling between 
three and four thousand miles; they had as 
fresh, healthy and vigorous an appearance us 
if they had been brought off the Cheviots 
yesterday.” These cattle were sold at from 
10s 9d. to 11s. per stone of 14lbs., or from 
18c. to 19c, per lb. dressed weight. At the 
London cattle market first-class Canadian 
cattle were selling during the last weck in 
May at 94, and in some cases 10d. per lb. 
Since that time, owing to large arrivals of 
American cattle, the price has decreased 
about fd per Ib. When Canadian cattle 
began to be’shipped in large quantities to 
Britain, about three years ago, the cost of 
freight to British ports was £8 sterling 
per head, the owner of the cattle finding 
fixtures, feed and attendance, and as tho 
business was considered rather risky,insur- 
ance could not be effected on the cattle ex- 
cept in cases of the loss of the vessel in 
which they were shipped. Even after the 
cattle arrived in Britain they were subjec 
od to vexatious delays, and the Canndis 
owner was obliged to employ a local dealer 
to sell the cattle on commission at rates 
much lower than they should be sold,owing 
to the prejudice of the British butchers. 


Under such unfavorable circumstances, 
tho losses in this trade were fully as large 
as the gains ; but this state of affairs has 
been completely changed of late, First, 
the cost of freight on the steamships has 
been reduced to six pounds sterling per 
head, and owing to better knowledge, 
gained by experience, regarding the treat- 
ment of cattle while on the passage, the 
number dying at sea in summer time, is 
very small! indeed. During the season of 
1877, the loss by death while on ths voyage 
among the cattle taken by the Allan steam- 
ships to Glasgow, by the first three vessels 
of the same line, there was only one death. 
Insurance companies are now insuring cat- 
tle against all loss, including mortality, 
from whatever cause, at three per cent. 
Canadian dealers, partners in the 
cattle-shipping firms, are this summer 
remaining in Britain to take charge of the 
cattle on their arrival. These gentlemen 
are taking their cattle to many British cities 
in small lots, and as they are in great de- 
mand very high prices are realized. The 
profits secared by those engaged in the 
trade have been very large this season, and 
many more would engage in it were it not 
for the scarcity of proper vessels on which 
to ship the cattle ; all the vessels which 
carry cattle from this port are engaged un- 
tilnear the end of July. The following 
calculations will give an idea of the profits 
being made at present in this trade :— 
A first-class steer, weighing 1,400 pounds 
live weight, or 800 pounds dressed 
weight, can be bought in this market 
at dhe. per pound live weight, which

A clear profit of $34 on a steer costing $77 


in this market is enough to entice a good 
mavy people to engage in the trade, and if 
Canadian farmers would raise enough of good 
cattle, the cattle trade might become one of 
the chief experts of the Dominion, At pres- 
ont prices of beef in Britain, second-class cat- 
tle might be profitably shipped from the Do- 
minion, the account would stand as follows;—

where prices are likely to continue high for 
some years to come, Another important ad- 
vantage which the Canadian stock raiser will 
secure by an increase in the number of cattle 
shipped to Britain, is the advance iu the 
prices of the fat cattle which remain at home. 
Although the present prices of cattle are not 
very high, yet they aro at least twenty-five 
per cent, higher than they would be at. pre- 
sent were thero no cattle sent out of the 
country to British markets,

the Editor of the New Dominion, St John. 
Sir,—I have been reading lately tho 
yamphlet so kindly forwarded mo from the 
Darareaenk of the Minister of Customs at 
Ottawa, and franked by Mr. Johnson, the 
Deputy Minister, It is called “Reform 
¢ rnment in the Dominion, Pio-nic 
speeches delivered in the Province of Ont- 
ario during the syfuncr off 1877, by tho 
Hon. A. Mackehzio, Premier and Minister 
of Public Works, and others.” My neigh- 
bors havo also received these speeches ; in 
fact they haye come almost by the cart- 
load, and we have wondered why some one 
has not sent us the speeches delivered at 
Ottawa by Mr, Burpeo, Mr. Ferris, and 
other representatives sent from New 
Brunswick to the House of Commons, 
However, we should not be in a hurry, as 
they may be in the printer's hands, 


Having followed,as far as my time would 
allow me, the doings of the Reform Goyern- 
ment for the past four years, I cannot see 
through the speeches as well asap active 
politician ; but there are some things so 
plainly inconsistent that I must point them 
out, which I propose to do in a series of 
letters, 


Living on the line of the Intercolonial 
Railway, I shall take that up first. On 
page 70 Mackenzie says : 


‘ ANOTHER CONTRACT—THEN AND NOW— 
on Seixes—$06 anv $54.—When I came in- 
to office I found that agentleman who wasa 
member of Parliament and is now a strong 
supporter of Sir John Macdonald, had a con- 
tract for delivering spikes on the railway for 
$96 per ton. A fow months afterwards I ob- 
tained a covtract by open competition for the 
delivery of the same class of spikes at Fort 
William at $54 per ton, (Hear, hear, and 
cheers.) I also found the same gentleman was 
supplying common iron nails to the railway 
authorities without competition—without in- 
viting tenders—at the rate of $6.50 per kog. 
I purchased them almost immediately after 
my entrance into office at $3.10, (Cheers) 
I found farther, that the previous Government 
were paying for ordinary iron for the Inter- 
colonial, purchased without tender, from 4$ 
to 6) cents per pound, when I could buy it at 
every blackemith’s corner for 3} cents.” 

The inferences I draw from this are: 

Ist, That the spikes were bought at too 
dear a price—in fact an exorbitant one— 
or he would not have made the contrast 
between $96 and $54. I find, from the of- 
ficial returns of Parliament that the only 
contract since 1872 given out for spikes at 
$96 por ton of 2240 Ibs was awarded to Mr, 
James Domville in June, 1872. There 
were many offers put in ranging from $96 
to $175 perton. Also that Mr, Domville’s 
tender was the lowest, and that Mr. Bur. 
pee’s Firm (Mr. B, was not then in the 
Cabinet) tendered for $115 per ton. 

2nd. That Mr. Mackenzie's endeavors 
to mislead the people by insinuating that 
these spikes were bought by private ar- 
rangement, as he states that “afterwards 
I obtained a contract by open competition 
for the same class of spikes at Fort Wil- 
liam at $54.” (Hoar, hear, and cheers.) 


The subjoined copy of correspondence 
and tenders upsets his pious intentions, as 
it shows it was not by private, but public 
competition the contract was obtained, and 
after keen compotition, Mr. Burpee having 
himself tendered. (In 1872 Mr. Isaac 
Burpee was a supporter of the Right Hon- 
orable Sir John A. Macdonald).

Tho contract was awarded by public 
competition in June, 1872, Mr, Domville 
that date, and 
then for the first time, consequently he 
could not have beon a member of Parlia- 
ment at the time. The public will see how 
ingeniously those statements of the Pic- 
nickers are mixed wp, and calculated to de- 
ceive the unwary, 

4th. That ns spikes a few months after- 
wards were delivered at Fort William for 
854, of the same class, by open competition, 
those purchased prior for $96 could have 
been bought at $54. The public are to be- 
lieve that had there been open competition 
such would have been the case, 1 have 
shown there was open competition, and the 
party who supplied the railway at $54 had 
every chance to supply at the same price 
then if he chose, A few months is a very 
indefinite period, and we know how quickly 
iron rose and foll in those days. Why, 
even the Hon. Mr. Mackenzie might have 
remembered how he purchased steel rails 
at £11 10s. stg. per ton, which can now be 
purchased of the same quality at £5 10s. 
stg.—a difference of £6 stg. per ton ; and 
when blamed in the House of Commons 
for having caused a loss to the people and 
the country of over two millions of dollars 
by buying these rails when they were not 
wanted, he excused himself by saying, 
“if it had turned ont subsequently 
that the rails could not have been pur- 
chased lower he (Mr, Bowell) would never 
have dreamed of blaming the Government. 
He said ‘the had been charged in the Mon- 
treal Gazette with purchasing 40,000 tons of 
steel rails from a firm in that city, of which 
his brother was a partner. He had charac- 
terized the statement then, as he did now, 
asadeliberate falsehood, He considered 
purchase meant going into some person's 
office and buying a quantity of anything at 
a price agreed upon there and then.” Thus 
he claims that as these rails were purchas- 
ed at competition he was not to be blamed 
on account of who got the contract ; and 
that the market having taken such a sud- 
den downward turn, he was free from cen- 
sure, as had the speculation been a good 
one he would have been praised. And in 
reply toa charge that he should not specu- 
late with the money of the people without 
the consent of Parliament, he leaves his 
case with his followers to yote down the 
charge, saying “was it supposed that they 
were to be infallible, and that it was impossi« 
ble for them to make an error 1" ? 


The price of rails fell; so did the price 
of spikes fall. The former can be pur- 
chased at £6 stg. per ton less; the latter 
at $42 per ton less. But further—the 
spikes at $95 per ton were made in New 
Brunswick, while at Fort William spikes 
made by the Americans can be delivered 
there cheaper, as the distance to convey 
them from the place of manufacture is so 
much less, 

Home labor versus foreign competition — 
one feeds and clothes our own poople—the 
other the American. In one case the gold 
is kept in the country—in the other it is 
sent out of the country, 

5th? That the gentleman referred to (I 
presume Mr. Domyille) was supplying nails 
at $6.50 per keg. ‘‘I purchased thom,” 
Mr. Mackenzie said, ‘‘ almost immediately 
after my entrance into office at $3.10,”" Al- 
most immediately is not immediately—not 
immediately must be a later date ; we shall 
see presently. The Journals of the House 
for 1875 show that Black, Bros. & Co., of 
Halifax, were given the supplying of the 
Intercolonial Railway almost immediately 
after Mr, Mackenzie came into power. On 
the 2nd of December, 1873, the following 
letter was written from Ottawa to L. Car- 
vell, Esq. : 

GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT, } 
Intercolonial R. R., Moncton, N, B. § 

Srr,—I am directed by the Honorable tho 
Minister of Public Works (Mr. Mackenzie) to 
instruct you to purchase such of the Railway 
supplies required in Halifax, N. S., as aro 
not peccnes by public competition from the 
firm of Black Bros, & Co,, of Halifax, N. S. 

(Signed) F. Bravy, 
Secretary. 

On the same day this firm supplied bar 

iron at 4,4}, 44, 4}, and 64 cents per lb. 


Thus Mr. Mackenzie’s nominees were 
getting the price he claimed to be exor- 
bitant and without tender. 

Before the Fraser—-Reynolds Committee, 
Louis Carvell gave the following evidence 
in answer to Mr, Goudge, M. P. ; “I know 
nothing about it only that the Minister of 
Public Works has told me that they took 
advantago of their privilege of importing 
free (of duty). I had no knowledge or 
suspicion that privilege was being improper- 
ly used, The privilege of importing goods 
into the country free of duty extended to 
any firm which imported on account of tho 
railway, There were different firms in St. 
John (1) which enjoyed that privilege. I 
remember ono, the firm of I. & F. Burpee 
& Co.” 

In reply to Mr. Domyille this witness 
said in answer to the question—With re- 
gard to New Brunswick, who had the pat- 
ronage on the railroad? “‘I consulted ir, 
Burpee during the administration of the 
late Government,respecting the patronages 
of St, John——” 

John Burpee telegraphed to Hon. I. 
Burpee saying that the reason spikes (rail- 
rond) were imported in 1873, by their firm, 
and free of duty, was becauso they could 
not be obtained in St. John (7), and that 
thoy got five per cent. commission from 
the Government for importing them. 


Mr Mackenzie docs not state this in his 
Pio-nic specches. Oh, no! Burpee had 
joined his ranks and it was tho Opposition 
ho wanted to abuso, Tho witness further 
states ‘Black Bros. did not tonder at all ; 
but othors had to tender—we were purchas- 
ing all the good we required from thom 
becauso tho tenders had expired.” It will 
bo soon from this that the syatem of tend- 
ora was dropped and Black Bros, got all the 
patron Tho ovidenoo shows they sup- 
pliod Castings and Lumber in addition to 
Hardware, although it was not in thoir 
lino of business ; but witnoss said ‘ho 
doalt with thom to thia oxtont on ac- 
count of the instructions nent him from Ot- 
tawa.”’ Thus they mado Paral purchases 
notwithstanding Mr. Brydgos’ report that 
supplios were, for the futuro, to bo got by 
tonal, and Mr, Mackenxio’s Pic-nic stato- 
mont that ho had bought by tender, not by 
private bargain. The witnoos wont on to 


say that “there was not much difference in 

the prices charged by Black Bros, and Fra- 

ser Reynolds, The Government do not 

now ask for tendors for bar iron or naila— | 
the iron required is bought from the Lon- 

donderry Iron Works, privately, and tho 

nails are obtained by the same method— 

thus upsetting Mr, Mackenzie's statement 

entirely, It will also be seon from the re- | 
cords that at thetime referred to Messrs. L. & | 
F, Burpee wero supplying thousands of dol- 

lars worth of goods to the I. C. R. and by 

private bargain. 

If anything more is required to show tho 
utter untruthfulness of the Premier's state- 
monts, they can be obtained, but I think 
the public will judge for themsclyes as to 
tho valuo of picnic speechés of the Reform 
party. 

To conclude, I will refer you tothe De- 
bates of the House of Commons this year, 
in which Mr. Domyillo challenged Mr. 
Mackenzie to make good his statements in 
rogard to the supply of iron and spikes, 
&c,, and that on that gentleman refusing 
to do so, Mr. Domville informed him that 
the charge was false, ho knew it to be false 
when ho made it, and that he had made 
this false charge intentionally. 

Truth, how rare a jewel. Reformers so 
pure—no wonder the country is in such a 
thriving condition.

The averago time the school#/of Sidney were 
kept open, including legal holidays and vaca- 
tions, was 12 months; of J'renton 12; of 
Thurlow 12 ; of Tyendinaga 11 2-3; of Hun- 
gerford 117 Mill Point 12. With the 
exceptions of afew poor schools in Hunger- 
ford and two in T'yendinaga, the Schools are 
kept open during all the tesching days. 
The number of children entered on the reg- 
isters during the year between the ages of 5 
and 16, was: in Sidney, 1172; in Thurlow, 
1 in Tyendinaga, 1361 ; in Hungerford, 
298 ; in Trenton Public Schools, 417 ; in Sep- 
arate School, 194 ;-in Mill Point, 333 ; Sas

ing in all, 6,067. 

Of this number, 
days; 1136 between 20 and 50 days; 1592 
between 50 and 100 days ; 1335 between 100 
and 150 days ; 1219 between 150 and 200 days; 
and 158 between 200 days and the whole year. 
In many schools the attendance is quite regu- 
lar, but the majority of the schools in the ru- 
ral sections as well asin the villages, suffer 
yery much from irregular attendance, Every- 
thing has been done by trastecs and teachers 
to induce parents to send their children reg- 
ularly, but Tam sorry to have to say that 
many parents are just as careless as ever. In 
the best schools, the attendance is very reg- 
ular, and parents take a greater interest in 
the school when they see that their children 
are improving, and that the teacher is alive 
to the importance of doing all in his power to 
teach them thoroughly and efficiently, and to 
create a deep and lively interest inthe school. 
The law requires that all children between 
the ages of 7 and 12 years inclusive shall at- 
tend for at least 4 months ofthe year, Though 
many trustees have done all they could do to 
induce parents to send their young children, 
yet 368 children between the above ages, as 
stated in trustee's annual reports, have not 
attended school. Of this number, 56 are in 
Sidney ; 36 in Thurlow ; 56 in Tyendinaga ; 
52 in Hungerford ; in Trenton Public 
Schools ; 30 in Separate School Trenton ; and 
9 in Mill Point. 
Itis very encouraging to know that the 
Percentage of average attendance has been 
graddally increasing. It is higher during 1877 
than for any previous year, After a careful 
examination I'find that 52 por cont of thore 
entered on the registers have attended reg- 
ularly. 
I never found so many scholara in attend- 
anco as during my last two visits. For your 
information 1 will give the percentage of 
average attendance in the townships and in- 
corporated villages, In Sidney 45 per cent. 
of the registered number attended rogularly H 
in Thurlow 46; in Tyendinaga 53; in Hun. 
gerford 44; in Trenton public schools 62, and 
uw Mill) Point52. 
"Mo remedy this great evil in our schools 
calls forth the serious attention of every par- 
ent and ratepayer, for it neutralizes the beno- 
fits to be derived from the best arrangements, 
and the labors of the best teachers. A child 
may attend school, yet so irregularly, or at 
intervals so far apart, that it will be fortunate 
if at the end of the year he knows as much as 
at the commencement, 
Those who are indifferent to study will lose 
by their absence, not only the lessons of the 
day, but what is of fir greater consequence, 
the interest, howover small, which they may 
| have proviously folt. 


All the best teacher&shaye public examina- 
tions in their schools at loast three timos a 
year. Iam sorry to say that in the pooror 
schools they are if frequent. At cortain in- 
tervals during the ycar every honest ani con- 
sacientious teacher should be willing and pre- 
pared to show the ratepayers of the section 
the progress made by the pupils since the pre- 
vions oxamination, and teachers can do@nuch 
in this way to foster a fealing in. favor of 
wchools, and to lessen irregular attendance, 
W hen scholars are well taught and know tho 
work gone ovor thoy like to be examined, It 
in only in tho poor achools that scholars dread 
examinations, 
I haye much pleasure in stating that in 
| nearly all the schools the teachers have read- 
| ings and recitations every Friday afternoon, 
‘Those recitations give the scholars confidence 
in themselves so that in after life they will be 
able to give expression to their opinions in 
public, ‘It is believed there are no qualifica- 
tions or accomplishments more useful or orna- 
mental than good reading and speaking, and 
y deserve attention from the scholar and 
her in proportion to their high valuo, 
There aro 76 school houses in the four towny 
Of these 31 aro brick ; 10 atone ; 30 
and five of hewn logs.

Thoy haye all 
been inspected twice, and when a chango of 
teacher has taken place the school is in many 
casos visited again. Ateach visit a full half 
day is given to the examination of each teach- 
er’s room. 

It is gratifying to me to be able to state 
that the result of the examination of nearly 
| all the schools since my last report has been 
| very satisfactory, and the marks given have 
| been higher than during any previous year. 
It is onl 
of the schools that this much sought fcr result 
has been reached, It is due In a great mea- 
sure to the fact that scholars have always 
been examined in such a way as to show their 
deficiencies as well as their excellencics, 


There is not 60 much mechanical teaching 
years ago. Scholars are 
taught more to think and use their own jndg- 
ment. ‘Teachers prepare their work for the 
| school room. At the present timo we havo a 
large number of teachers who have been in 
the profession for some years. They sct a 
good example to othera who visit their schools, 
fam sorry that we have not more 
but their number is gradually incre 
the estatilishment of model school 
much to increase the number, 


Many schools suffer from frequent change 
of teachors, - This changing is frequently the 
fault of teachers themeelves, as trustees are 
always willing to keep a good teacher and 
pay a good salary. All good teachers do re- 
main in their schools for a longtime. It is 
generally the inefficient texcher who remains 
in a school six months or a year, aud who is 
frequently looking for oné; and in many 
cases bo will teach for alow salary so as to 
get aschool ; buta poor teacher is dear at 
any salary, and the sooner such teachers are 
out of tne profession 80 much the better for 
the children attending tho schools, 

The statement made in the tiret part of this 
report shows that good teachers in South 
Hastings aro paid liberally, 


A large number of scholars from rural sec- 
tions have been successful in passing the en- 
trance examinations to the High Schools, 
Good Fourth Class scholars have been encour- 
aged to try ; and spare examination papers 
have beon sent to many schools for the pur- 
pose of showing the scholars the standard to 
reached, 

Among the subjects in which scholars have 
shown increased proticiency during the past 
year, I might mention mental and written 
arithmetic, reading, spelling, writing and 
practical grammar, and I think these are very 
Important subjects to have the youth of the 
country well drilled in, though all the other 
subjects receive their proper share of atten- 
tion. 

Tam able to report that we have 50 librarics 
in our Schools, an increase of 13 over last 
year, the number of volumes is 1852, and it 
is hoped that before the end of the present 
year every school will have a good library,

Of all the means necessary to a toacher’s 
true and lasting success in the mental and 
moral training of his pupils, few, if any, are 
equal in importance to a proper school library 
consistiag of interesting and instructive books 
such as boys and girls may readily be led to 
love to read. A few of our teachers have 
done nobly in holding entertainments consist- 
ing of reading, recitations, &c., for the pur- 
pose of raising money to procure a good school 
library. In a few cases, as high as $50 have 
been sent to the Department, thereby securing 
$100 worth of good books for the youth of the 
section. 

I would respectfully call ycur attention to 
the following statistics, carefully and correctly 
prepared from the annual reports. As trus- 
tees paid for school purposes daring 1877, the 
eum of $31,816.63, and as the whole number 
of pupils that attended the schools amounted 
to 6.067, the cost of teaching and maintaining 
the achool for each registored pupil would be 
35.20, It would be a little less, as debts con- 
tracted in building school houses are ina few 
cases included in the sum. In Sidney the 
cost per pupil is $5.28 ; in Thurlow $5.4 
Tyendinaga $5.25; in Hungerford $5.47 ;_ in 
Trenton Public Schools $4.60 ; in Trenton 
Separate School $3.30 ; in Mill Point $3.30. 
In Trenton and Mill Point the rate per pupil 
only includes the salary of teachers. 

‘Twenty teachers were trained in the Model 
School daring tho session of six weeks, and 
nearly all of them are doing thoir work efli- 
are and to the satisfaction of trustees and 
ratepayers. 

To make the model school a success your 
Inspector had the p'easure of giving the leo- 
tures in reading, spelling, arithmetic, gram- 
mar, object lessons, history and composition. 
Though during the last six months of the year 
my time ia fully taken up, yet I thonght if I 
could do anything to make our young teach- 
evs better prepared for the work I would be 
helping on the cause of education in the coun- 


y. 

“ Our Institute is still in successful opera- 
tion, and has done a good deal to help the 
teachers in their work. Nearly all the good 
teachers attend regularly the third Saturday 
in every month, but I am sorry to ray that 
many who would be much benefitted by the 
lectures givon aro usually absent, We got a 
grant of fifty dollars from the department, 
and with this money we intend to purchase 
books for our teacher's library. 

Wo had a two days’ meeting in Fobruary, 
and able loctures were given to near y '00 of 
our teachers in reading, algebra and arithme- 
| tic by Dr. McLellan, Senior High School In- 
spector. T’he loctures were much appreciated 
by the teachers, and did much to infuse in- 
creased life and energy aniong them. Wo 
have been ably assisted by Prof. Dawson, of 
Belleville High School, H. M. Hicks, of 
Trenton High School, Professors Macoun and 
Bell of Albort University, and Mr. Swayzie, 
writing master of the city schools, My 
thanks aro due to those gentlomon; for any- 
thing that can bo done for tho benoit of 
schools and teachors should be hailed with 
ploasure by every parent in the county, and 
t might be allowed to say that it has been the 
aim of these meotings to make botter tench: 
ers and honoo better schools. 


To have good schools we must have good 
teachers, and the people, to got the full beno 
| fit of the instruction givon in thom, must send 
| their childron punctually and regularly. 

Wo all must think, that with all the ad- 
vance recont yoars have witnessed in tho 
views and methods of populer education, oven 
many tonchera themselves havo hardly begun 
to have adequate notions in regard to the im- 
portationiand inherent greatnoss of their work.

Thus, in whatever view we rogard the 
teacher's vocatioa, whether in its relation to 
this or the fature life ; in its ¢onnection with 
the earlier or later periods of intellectual de- 
velopment ; in its immediate results upon the 
pupil or its more remo‘e offects, ever going 
orth from him asacentral source ; in each 
and all these views, we find abundant evi- 
dence of its peculiar excellence and responsi- 
bility as acalling. The teacher is thus. seon 
to be a fashioner of human souls, moulding 
them measurably into his own likeness. 

This charactor of his work indicates, at 
once, what that of the instructor should be, 
Unrefined manners, an uncultivated mind, or 
an casy conscience, have no business here, 
They are not the fitting appointments for this 
most elevated work. ‘I'he teacher must do it 
honor, by his own manly character and his 
faithfal labors. But this he will fail to do, 
unless he is over diligent in work of self im- 
provement, 

It is surely a matter of pleasant reflection 
that teachers in our midst are coming every 
year better to understand the true character 
of this calling and the relations they sustain 
to it. This state of things gives promise of a 
time not far distant.when their ranks shall be 
filled with highly cultivated men and women, 
and the namo of teacher shall be suggestive 
only of taste, refinement, and all good cul- 
ture,

T. Stewart's, Lord & aylor’s, &., and a 
careful record kept of the price and maker’s 
name of each, Thoy were thon submitted 
|} ton silkexpert, with instructions to ox- 
tract the whole of the dye, and report the 
weight of the goods before and after the 
His report showed that in tho 
best sample submitted, price $7.50 per 
yard, the relative proportion of dye to silk 
was 33) porcont. The poorer grades were 
found to contain a still larger proportion,the 
porcentage being pretty nearly according to 
the price. Several samples ranging from 
$1 to $1.50 per yard contained over 100 por 
cont., that is to say more dye than silk. 
The expert stated that the weight was of- 
fected by giving the thrown silk, before 
weaving, repeated baths in a solution of 
nitre of iron, alternated with baths of soap- 
suds to ‘‘kill” the effect of thoiron, The 
thread is thus graQually built up, until in 
some cases it becomes over double its 
original woight and sizo, without gaining a 
particle of additional strength. This makes 
itcloar why the thick, expensive silks 
“‘cut”’ so easily when folded ; and the soa; 
accounts for the shiny appearance which all 
grades of silk assume after a little wear. 
Of courso it is impossible to dye goods 
without adding slightly to their weight ; 
but in the case of black silks the proper 
addition necessary to secure perfect dyeing 
is not more than 17 per cent. It will be 
seen, therefore, that out of the whole 
twenty-cight samples, presumably by the 
best makers in the business, there was not 
one honest piece of silk, the cheapest being 
the worst frauds of the lot. Colored silks 
were found to contain only about 25 per 
cont, of weight, probably because a greater 
quantity would affect the brilliancy of the 
colors, 
Summing up the whole of the experiments 
on the black silk samples, the following are 
the average relative percentages of weighting: 
Silks retailing at and over 83 per yard, 55 per 
cent. 
ks retailing at from $2to $3 per yard, 74 
er cent 
; Ika retailing at from $1 to $2 per yard, 91 
cent. 
It is hard to say what remedy should be 
applied to an evil of this sort. The only pro- 
tection the ordinary buyer has is to purchase 
from dealers in whose honesty pertect confi- 
dence can be placed, and who therefore may 
be relied on to sell ata moderate profit. It 
seems to be quite vertain that now-a-days the 
appearance of a silk is n> index of its quality, 
and that genuine old fashioned goods are not 
to be had at any price,

Flower Gardens, 


An English writer, lately visiting our 
country, writes : can conceive nothing 
more dreary than to live in the country 
and haye no garden. To have no garden is to 
take the poetry and nearly all the charms 
away from country life. To have a garden is 
to have many friends continually near, 


Ihave little faith jn American women be- 
coming farmers—holding the plough, wield- 
ing the spade or the shovel,—but I do know 
that all the rest of the work can be accom- 
plished by women, if they possess a love for 
the beautiful, There lies the trouble—few of 
our children are taught to garden if they pos- 
sees a natural taste for the pursuit ; some- 
times it is gratified, but not always, 

The first thing necessary after well’ propar- 
ing tho soil, is to purchase garden tools,—a 
small set, comprising a rake and hoo and one 
handle; a trowel and a spade are very esson- 
tial; with theiraid much light work can be 
accomplished, 

A watering pot with a large nozzle, and a 
fine sprinkler is also required, With theso 
implements eyery woman can be her own gar- 
dener, and not only raise all the flowers she 
may require, but also contributo » large share 
of the vogetablos that are always welcome tat 
the table during both summer and winter.

Seed Time and Harvest. 

A man does not become a great criminal at 
once ; ho firet undergoes a long and gradual 
process of degradation. Had these steps been 
arrested, had society condemned them, had 
the voice of eonscience been encouraged in- 
stead of deadened, never could he have done 
the deed which has at length plunged him 
into public ignominy, Lack of integrity in 
little things commences with the very child- 
ren. When they hear injustice condemned in 
large things and palliated in small ones ; when 
their own childish depredations are treated 
with levity, or passed over with indifference ; 
when deceitful practices are tolerated, and 
simply troublesome habits are punished, it is 
not strange that they learn to measure the 
guilt of dishonesty only by the material loas 
or annoyance entailed.

Tho 
manufacturer, in like manner, pill adulterate 
his goods just enough to increase his profits 
withont lessening his sales ; the tradesman 
will make undue charges when he expects no 
investigation ; the employer will deal 
unfairly with those who havo no redress. It 
is strange that such beginnings should some- 
times make such terrible endings.
